BREEDING STATISTICS 


M aryland continues to 
lead all Mid-Adantic 
states in the number 
of live foals conceived within 
its borders, according to The 
Jockey Club’s annual breed¬ 
ing statistics report that was 
released in September. 

With 1,439 mares bred with¬ 
in the state in 2007, resulting in 
811 hve foals reported (through 
September 4), Maryland ranks 
eighth among the 11 states and 
provinces in which stalhons 
covered at least 1,000 mares. 

Pennsylvania, the only other 
Mid-Atlantic state on the Hst, 


is 11th. In Pennsylvania, 1,148 
mares were bred, and 533 hve 
foals were reported. 

The Jockey Club estimates 
that the reporting of hve foals, 
as of September 4, was approx¬ 
imately 90 percent complete. 

Nine of the 11 states, 
including both Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, posted dechnes. 
The number of state-sired hve 
foals dechned 16.0 percent for 
Maryland and 3.1 percent for 
Pennsylvania. 

In North America during 
2007, 3,638 stalhons covered 
61,262 mares, according to The 


Jockey Club’s report. These 
matings have resulted in 34,561 
hve foals so far reported. 

The reporting of hve foals 
of 2008 was down 4.8 percent 
from the corresponding date 
last year. 

The number of stalhons 
in North America dechned 
6.3 percent from the 3,881 
reported for 2006 at this time 
last year, while the number of 
mares bred decreased 3.7 per¬ 
cent from the 63,629 reported 
for 2006.

JUDGE SUPREME

C arol Kaye-Garcia and her 
husband, trainer Carlos 
Garcia, have always felt 
indebted to Judge Supreme. 
But after a particularly difficult 
spring in 2008, the pair feels 
that even more credit is due to 
their 28-year-old pensioner. 

Retired from breeding since 
2001, Judge Supreme lived in 
what Kaye-Garcia called her 
retirement field with three other 
aging mares: Chuck and Pat 
Heishman’s Miss Rolhck (a foal 
of 1982), Betsy Richardson’s 
Pretty Does (1977) and the 
Garcias’ own Reassurance 
(1975). Her companions died 
within the past year, leaving 
Judge Supreme on her own. 

‘‘Meanwhile,” said Kaye- 
Garcia, “we also had a tragedy 
in our foahng barn.” Stakes- 
placed Gabby’s Love (by Perkin 
Warbeck) had foaled a lovely St 
Averil filly, but it was a very dif¬ 
ficult birth for the mare. 

“She lasted long enough to 
give the foal a good start,” 
Garcia said, “but then she suc¬ 
cumbed six weeks later.” Thus 
the Garcias were faced with an 
orphaned foal and a very lonely 
mare. 

“It was tough with aU of that 
going on. You get attached to 
them, and that was such a diffi¬ 
cult situation. We had a hungry 
foal and a depressed mare who 
needed a friend. We couldn’t 
really throw Judge out in a 
field with other horses, because 
she gets pushed around a bit 
due to her age,” Kaye-Garcia 
continued. 

So the Garcias decided to 
introduce the filly to Judge 
Supreme. 

Their plan met with instant 
success, and the kind, dark bay 
mare with the grizzled gray face 
and pronounced sway to her 
back found a renewed purpose 
in hfe. Watching her rebound 
was a tonic to the Garcias as 
well. 


Their ties to Judge Supreme 
go back a long way, and it was 
her bloodhne that enabled 
them to acquire their 69-acre 
Wellington Park Farm in Wood¬ 
bine, Md. 

Kaye-Garcia had long been a 
fan of Judge Supreme, a s takes- 
placed daughter of Big Burn— 
Linda’s Bev, by JontiUa, and her 
husband had trained a few of 
the mare’s offspring for owner 
Harold Greenberg. Useful at 
the races. Judge Supreme had 
career earnings of $59,126 and 
a record of 16-5-6-2. 

When Greenberg decided 
not to keep her in his brood¬ 
mare band, Kaye-Garcia pur¬ 
chased her privately. 

“I always liked her babies. 
It was a line that I felt could 
produce a stakes horse, so I 
was happy to get her,” said 
Kaye-Garcia. 

It didn’t take long for Kaye- 
Garcia to prove her point. 
Sending the mare to the Riva 


Ridge stalhon Dover Ridge 
in 1991, she got the multi¬ 
ple stakes-winning filly White 
Cliffs. Sold by Garcia after win¬ 
ning Laurel Park’s Kattegat’s 
Pride Stakes as a 2-year-old, 
White Cliffs went on to win 
the My Juliet, Marshua, Jameela 
and Office Queen Stakes on 
the Maryland circuit. In 20 life¬ 
time starts, she had 10 wins, 
four seconds and two thirds, 
banking $245,542. 

White Cliffs has proven her 
value as a broodmare as well. 
To date, she has six starters and 
four winners from her eight 
foals. Her 2006 filly by Chapel 
Royal, named Iberian Gate, 
sold for $340,000 at the Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
selected 2-year-olds in training 
sale last February. She dehvered 
a fiUy by Pomeroy in April and is 
in foal for 2009 to Scat Daddy. 

Breeding Judge Supreme to 
Norquestor in 1995 produced 
the colt McKendree. 


“He was a fabulous colt,” 
Kaye-Garcia recounted. “He 
ran a tremendous race for us at 
2, and then I was made an offer 
I really couldn’t refuse, and I 
sold him after his first race. He 
is part of the reason we’re able 
to have the farm we have. He 
and White Cliffs enabled us to 
get into the farming industry. 
And Judge Supreme started it 
all.” 

McKendree won the Mary¬ 
land Milhon Sprint Handicap 
and Challedon Stakes and 
placed in four stakes during his 
five seasons on the track, earn¬ 
ing career stats of 42-9-11-4 
and $334,156. 

Two additional Judge 
Supreme foals earned more 
than $100,000: Twyla, her 1997 
filly by Citidancer, and Legal 
System, a Wayne County (Ire) 
filly foaled in 1998. 

Motherhood, the second 
time around, “completely 
rejuvenated” Judge Supreme, 
according to the dehghted 
Kaye-Garcia. 

“Everyone needs something 
to live for, and Judge has totally 
changed,” she said. “It was a 
relief, but it was amazing as 
well. After it worked pretty well 
with the orphaned foal, then 
of course we started weaning 
some fillies, and it kind of fell 
into place that we would put 
them out with her as well. And 
she took to these foals and 
looks after them; she’s very 
proud of her mini-herd. 

“The only problem I had 
with the entire situation we 
had with the foal is that Judge 
became addicted to the milk 
pellets we had to put the foal 
on,” Kaye-Garcia continued. 
“She thinks they’re the great¬ 
est thing, and she was eating 
them right along with the foal, 
so we had to control that. She 
said ‘Forget all that Senior 
stuff — this is a pretty good 
deal.’” /Maggie Furbaj

IN MEMORIAM 


CHARLIE BURR 

Charlie Burr, who competed 
at the highest levels in the Mid- 
Atlantic, New York and Florida 
during his 29-year career as a 
jockey, died in Arkansas City, 
Kans., on September 16 at the 
age of 74. 

Mr. Burr suffered a paralytic 
injury while exercising a horse 
at Bowie Race Course in 1980, 
and spent 26 years in a wheel¬ 
chair; for the last two years he 
was confined to a bed. 

His most noteworthy victo¬ 
ries included the 1962 United 
Nations Handicap at Atlantic 
City, aboard fiimre mrf cham¬ 
pion Mongo. He guided two 
Preakness contenders: fourth- 
place finisher Ram o’ War in 
1953, and Sky Wonder, who 
finished fifth in the classic 10 
years later. 

In 1951, Mr. Burr became 
the seventh jockey to win 300 
or more races in a single sea¬ 
son. 

ROCCO SISTO 

Rocco Sisto, who compet¬ 
ed as a jockey at Mid-Atlantic 
tracks and in New England for 
some 30 years, died on Septem¬ 
ber 18. He was 90. 

After retiring from the sad¬ 
dle in the late 1960s, Mr. Sisto 


worked for Industrial Fleet 
Management in Timonium, 
Md., for many years. 

A native of Providence, R.I., 
Mr. Sisto launched his career at 
the Maryland half-mile tracks, 
and had a long association 
with Maryland-based trainer 
and former jockey Joe Serio. 
His first stakes win came in 
the 1942 Walt Whitman Stakes 
at Garden State aboard E.K. 
Bryson’s Mercury, trained by 
Serio. 

JEAN STIRLING 

Jean Hansen Stirling, 89, 
a former Mid-Atlantic-based 
owner/breeder/trainer, died on 
September 30 in Hollywood, 
Fla. 

She was the mother of Kent 
Stirhng, current executive direc¬ 
tor of the Florida Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA). 

Mrs. Stirhng was born in 
Leonia, N.J., and spent her 
youth in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

An avid horsewoman and 
accomphshed show rider, she 
rode with the Hart’s Run Hunt 
and the Rolhng Rock Hunt in 
Pennsylvania. 

Mrs. Stirhng owned multiple 
stakes winner What a Threat. 
She also trained horses briefly 
at Monmouth Park.

Sales downturn 
could make 
bargains of those 
who go on to race 
in this region 


T o say that this year’s Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 

Fall Yearling sale-the Mid-Atlantic region’s only serious 
marketplace for Thoroughbred yearlings - suffered from 
poor timing is a gross understatement 

The three-day auction began on Monday, September 29 
and continued through Wednesday, October 1, just as the 
world began spinning into an epic economic meltdown. No 
Thoroughbred sale has ever faced a worse climate. And that’s not 
counting the nine inches of rain that fell on Samrday, preventing 
many would-be buyers from getting a good look at the auction 
wares. 

But the timing will be just fine for many of the people who 
took horses from the sale because, despite many uncertainties 
in the world at large, oppormnities for racing and breeding 
Thoroughbreds in the Mid-Adantic region are continuing to 
expand. 

By the time you read this magazine, Maryland’s (November 4) 
slots referendum will likely have been decided, hopefully in a way 
that promises a major resurgence for the industry. 

Pennsylvania already is forging ahead with slots-enriched 
initiatives. 

In the two years since slots became a reality in Pennsylvania, 
a new Thoroughbred track, Presque Isle Downs, has been built 
and opened in the western part of the state, and the two existing 
Thoroughbred racing facihties, Philadelphia Park and Penn 
National, have begun offering purses that even 10 years ago 
would have been unthinkable. 

Penn National’s grandstand was replaced with a fan-friendly 
racino. And Philadelphia Park’s horseplayers are looking forward 
to getting their old grandstand back, now that a stand-alone 
casino is under construction on the grounds. 

The Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association (PHBA) 
recently announced a new program of restricted races for horses 
bred and sired in the state, details of which can be found in the 
PHBA newsletter starting on page 103 of this magazine. 

West Virginia’s horizons have also been expanded with the 
creation of what could be Charles Town’s first $1 million race to 
be run next April (see page 69). 

Delaware Park, New Jersey’s Monmouth and Meadowlands, 
and Virginia’s Colonial Downs aU continue to offer quality racing 
along with specially designed incentives for horses bred, or in 
Delaware’s case maintained, in the state. 

It’s worth noting that although the Eastern Fall Yearhng sale 
recorded its lowest gross figure since 1998, its lowest average 
since 2002, and its highest buy-back rate in history, the $320,000 
price for the sales topper is right in fine with recent years. 

In what must be a sign of the times, Pennsylvanian Ed 
Stevenson bought that $320,000 PA-bred Holy Bull colt for the 
express purpose of racing him at Philadelphia Park. ^

strength in 
numbers: 
horsemen 
negotiate 
for bigger 
share of 
the pie 

Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Group (THG), formed in 
December 2007 and 
based in Lexington, Ky., 
represents most 
Mid-Atiantic 
owners and trainers.

T he math of Thoroughbred 
racing could make an MIT 
student’s head spin, but no 
one denies the importance of 
the various numbers involved 
in the sport’s funding. Simply 
put, race tracks, horsemen, bet¬ 
tors and account wagering pro¬ 
viders aU rely on the revenue 
generated by wagering handle. 
And the numbers matter. 
The Jockey Club estimates total 
Thoroughbred pari-mutuel 
wagering handle to be $15 bil¬ 
lion nationally. With a blended 
takeout of 20 percent, that’s $3 
biUion to parcel out in various 
directions. 

Division of that revenue is 
one reason why 20 (so far) 
horsemen’s associations have 
joined the Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Group, which 
formed late last year. 

Horsemen saw a need for 
collective negotiating power 
with race tracks, especially on 
the issue of advance deposit 
wagering (ADW) companies. 
The group’s members include 
horsemen’s associations from 
Mid-Adantic racing states 
Maryland, Delaware, Virginia 
and Pennsylvania and aU see 
value in the new formula. 

‘We signed up because the 
problem exists where it 
becomes impossible for each 
local entity to adequately nego¬ 
tiate the hundreds of contracts 
that exist,” said Richard Hoff- 
berger, president of the Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association, “Horsemen 
were coming out on the short 
end of the stick. We didn’t cre¬ 
ate (THG), but we hstened 
when it was created.” 

“We felt hke we needed 
some help here with our simul¬ 
casting rates and some of the 
things that were going on,” 
said Bessie GruweU, execu¬ 
tive director of the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association, which is a found¬ 
ing member of THG. “They 
were a perfect fit for what we 
were trying to accomphsh, so 
we jumped right in. There is 
strength in numbers, unity. If 
every horsemen’s organization 
is going to allow THG to nego¬ 
tiate for them, we’re going to 
be better off.” 


The new organization pro¬ 
vides expertise for horsemen 
across state tines. 

“Put it this way, every race 
track has a simulcast coordi¬ 
nator whose job is to sell the 
signal and maximize it,” said 
Joe Santanna, president of 
the Pennsylvania Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association, another founding 
member of THG. “The Penn¬ 
sylvania HBPA couldn’t afford 
to hire a simulcast coordinator 
or anyone that competent to 
look out for our interests. THG 
provides us with expertise to 
examine whether we are getting 
our fair share of the simul¬ 
casting dollar. To their credit, 
horsemen’s groups are getting 
savvy about this. We don’t want 
to just rely on race tracks in this 
area anymore.” 

“Specific to Virginia, hope¬ 
fully this gets us a slightly better 
deal than we have now with 
ADWs,” said Frank Petra- 
malo, executive director of the 
Virginia HBPA, also one of 
the founding members of the 
THG. “Basically, we concluded 
that the simulcasting model was 
broken. Too much money was 
leaving the industry, particu¬ 
larly with the advent of ADWs. 
But the important thing about 
THG is not so much your one 
state, it’s horsemen’s groups 
and tracks in other states. You 
support the industry as a whole 
when you support THG.” 

Though formed with a 
broader mission of represent¬ 
ing horsemen in negotiations 
and protecting horsemen’s 
interests, THG adopted as its 
first task ADW contracts—spe¬ 
cifically the takeout split among 
race tracks, ADWs and purse 
accounts. ADWs allow bettors 
to keep money in accounts and 
bet via the Internet or tele¬ 
phone, and are a rare growth 
sector in Thoroughbred racing. 

Total national wagering has 
held relatively steady for sev¬ 
eral years, but the portion of 
that figure taken in by ADWs 
continues to increase. 

And that’s the sticking 
point. 

An ADW bet typically 
doesn’t return the same amount 
to horsemen’s purse accounts 
as a bet made at a race track. 
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^^otal handle is staying

because of varied simulcast 
laws, different rules and indi¬ 
vidual contracts. In extremely 
simplified terms, for every 
dollar bet on a Thoroughbred 
horse race, 80 cents goes back 
to the bettors and 20 cents is 
taken out for various purposes 
(purses, breeders’ funds, race 
track operations, taxes, etc.). 

On a bet made at a race 
track or simulcast facility the 
20 cents gets divided between 
the host track and the track that 
takes the wager-with a share 
to horsemen’s purse accounts 
at both tracks. On a bet made 
with an ADW company the 
host race track gets a fee (which 
is shared with horsemen) and 
the ADW company keeps a fee 
(which is not shared with horse¬ 
men). The model gets more 
complex-and requires stickier 
negotiations-when race tracks 
own ADW companies as is 
the case with Churchill Downs 
(Twin Spires) and Magna 
(XpressBet). 

‘Tor horsemen, a central 
entity negotiating the con¬ 
tracts makes us aU better,” said 
Hoffberger. “It’s a different 
situation than it used to be. 
Conceivably, you could have 
four or five levels between the 
bettor and the race track.” 

Everyone agrees that ADW 
bets have become a big¬ 
ger piece of the marketplace, 
without necessarily increasing 
the overall wagering total that 
much, and that’s the main rea¬ 
son horsemen see a need for a 
new model. 

“Total handle is staying the 
same, but horsemen are getting 
less because the bets are being 
taken under different rules,” 
said Wilson Shirley, THG man¬ 
ager and a former consultant to 
the Thoroughbred Owners of 
California. 

“Purses paid are going 
up—more from slots and other 
areas, not pari-mutuel wager¬ 
ing. The idea is that pari-mutuel 
wagering has got to support 
horse racing. We can’t rely on 
subsidies to stay in business, 
and we have to change the 
model for account wagering 
first to ensure revenues are not 
going to go down.” 

THG wants to split the 
takeout equally between purse 


account, host race track and 
ADW company. The THG and 
some tracks also see the benefit 
of opening the racing product 
to more ADW companies, and 
limiting the exclusive contracts 
that can exist now. THG sees 
increased revenue coming from 
an expansion of ADW oppor¬ 
tunities for bettors, but not 
without a new model. 

“Our approach is to devel¬ 
op a framework under which all 
ADW companies and all horse¬ 
men’s groups can subscribe to 
the general terms that work 
for THG members, their tracks 
and the ADWs,” said Shirley. 
“Individual horsemen’s groups 
have negotiated specific, one- 
off deals but that’s not the best 
approach. We want to change 
the model by implementing a 
framework for the whole ADW 
sector.” 

By pooling together, THG 
says, horsemen can help ADW 
companies acquire more con¬ 
tent-expanding the opportu¬ 
nity for bettors and thereby 
increasing the total handle. 
Under the current system, a 
bettor may need accounts with 
several ADW companies to 
wager on the various tracks 
around the country. 

Reactions to the new think¬ 
ing have been mixed, though 
some have been steadfastly 
against changes advocated by 
THG. 

Representatives of some 
race tracks and ADW compa¬ 
nies have criticized THG for its 
position. And Churchill Downs 
Inc. (which owns four tracks 
and an ADW company) filed 
an anti-trust lawsuit in July. The 
case is still in court, but was 
answered by a motion for dis¬ 
missal by THG attorneys. 

Through spokesman John 
Asher, Churchill declined to 
comment for this article. The 
lawsuit contends that horse¬ 
men violate federal anti-trust 
laws when they pool together 
via a group like THG and coor¬ 
dinate negotiations. Shirley said 
THG went to great lengths 
to satisfy anti-trust questions 
before forming and is “pretty 
confident” the court’s decision 
will land in favor of the horse¬ 
men. 


Chris Scherf, executive vice- 
president of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations, disagrees 
and called anti-trust possibili¬ 
ties a key point in discussions 
between THG and race tracks. 

“There’s no middle ground 
with anti-trust and if what 
they’re engaged in is anti¬ 
trust that’s a problem for race 
tracks,” said Scherf. “Tracks 
can’t be parmer to anti-trust.” 

Scherf said race tracks 
could be sued for working with 
THG, if the organization is 
deemed in violation of anti¬ 
trust laws. Anti-trust questions 
arise because of the collective 
bargaining on a national basis. 
Individual state horsemen’s 
groups have a right to block 
simulcast signals under the 
Interstate Horse Racing Act, 
but that law does not eliminate 
the anti-trust risks. 

“There’s no dispute that 
individually each state horse¬ 
men’s group has a right of 
consent so that if the track 


negotiates a deal they don’t like, 
horsemen have a right to ask 
for a better deal,” said Scherf. 
“Bringing the weight of horse¬ 
men’s groups nationally to bear 
seems problematic legally and 
operationally. They have made 
mention of minimum pricing 
and they’re doing this in a col¬ 
lusive methodology. We won’t 
know exactly whether it’s anti¬ 
trust or not until it’s adjudi¬ 
cated, but it’s a grave cause for 
concern.” 

With the consolidation 
of race track ownership, the 
increase of ADW handle and 
the creation of a parmership 
between Magna and Churchill 
(called TrackNet) to manage 
racing content such as simul¬ 
cast signals, THG organizers 
see the need for consolidation 
of their own. 

“There has always been an 
anti-trust cloud hanging over 
horsemen’s groups because 
of the veto right under the 
Interstate Horse Racing Act,”

said Bob Reeves, THG presi¬ 
dent. ‘‘Can they talk to each 
other about pricing or not? Ids 
really up in the air, but it goes 
back to who is the customer? 


I argue it's the guy making the 
bet. We're not arguing about 
the price he pays, we're argu¬ 
ing about how the price gets 
shared." 


Under the Interstate Horse 
Racing Act, horsemen's groups 
have used their right to block 
simulcast signals this spring. 
The Florida HBPA refused to 
allow the Calder simulcast sig¬ 
nal to be sent to tracks out¬ 
side of the state and Calder's 
races were unavailable to most 
ADW providers. The result of 
11 weeks with limited wagering 
(some simulcast signals were 
blocked from coming into 
Calder as well) was a sharp 
decrease in handle and ensu¬ 
ing cuts in purses. The horse¬ 
men and Calder reached an 
agreement on purse and slot- 
machine contracts by July, but 
the ADW contract is still being 
negotiated. 

In Kenmcky this spring and 
summer, the Churchill Downs 
simulcast signal was unavailable 
to many ADW companies and 
EUis Park opened its meet five 
days late because of a dispute 
over the contracts. 

Still, from its point of view, 
THG has seen some success. 
It advised Kentucky horsemen 
in negotiations with EUis Park 
and the resulting new con¬ 
tract meant increased purses, 
though the increased share 
came out of the race track's 
portion of the ADW contract. 
Frank Stronach, whose Magna 
Entertainment Corp. owns 
nine Thoroughbred race tracks, 
including Laurel and PimUco 
in Maryland, spoke favorably 
of THG in a company press 
release. 

THG gave a presentation at 
the International Simulcasting 
Conference this fall in Florida, 
leaning on the various numbers 
in the formula and making a 
case for a different spUt on 
ADW bets. Representatives on 
the other side fired back that 
ADW companies would not 
be profitable if the contracts 
changed, and that horsemen 
have not negotiated as part¬ 
ners. 

“Obviously, account wager¬ 
ing companies are not going 
to Uke what we're doing," said 
Bob Reeves, THG president. 
“They're capitali 2 ing on a situa¬ 
tion and an industry that's very 
slow to change. The simulcast 
model was never intended to 
apply to an account wagering 
system. We've taken that same 
model and applied it to account 


wagering. It doesn't surprise me 
at all that they want to maintain 
the status quo." 

Scherf sees potential in 
tracks asking for more from 
ADW companies, but also cau¬ 
tions about pushing too far. 

“Holding race tracks' feet 
to the fire to make sure they 
take an aggressive stance is 
important, but (ADW compa¬ 
nies) have significant costs," 
Scherf said. “At the end of the 
day, there is a point where it 
wouldn't be economically fea¬ 
sible to be in this business if we 
charge a certain fee. What that 
number is I don't know." 

THG maintains that the 
number should grow. 

“This is not a fight between 
horsemen and race tracks and 
I don't know why it's been 
framed that way; it's not what 
we want," said Shirley. “There 
has been an insufficient remrn 
from the account wagering sec¬ 
tor to the tracks and purses 
that are responsible for putting 
on the races. We're trying to 
reform that model to produce 
a fairer return to tracks and 
purses." 

Scherf called simulcast con¬ 
tracts a balancing act that needs 
to support aU of the players 
adequately. He said tracks wel¬ 
come horsemen's input, but 
would prefer local negotiations 
to a national approach and a 
hard-line attitude. 

“There is an economic 
ecosystem at play here and 
you want to take care of the 
people who are producing the 
racing but at same time you 
have this distribution network 
you need to keep in place," he 
said. “Horsemen being more 
involved on a local level and 
agreeing they need to get more 
is fine and prudent. Race tracks 
have not been intentionally 
underselling their signals for 
the purpose of decreasing their 
own revenue. The market calls 
the shots and you have to make 
decisions." 

Scherf pointed to negotia¬ 
tions this summer that resulted 
in a new simulcast deal between 
NYRA and the Mid-Atlantic 
Cooperative (a group of 16 
tracks and simulcast outlets) 
as an example of what can 
happen under that climate. He 
critici 2 ed the EUis Park con¬ 
tract as a “short-term" fix and

The organi 2 ation grew out of the Horsemen's Study Group, 
informal meetings of horsemen's organi 2 ations, which took 
place over a span of three years. 
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said the Calder situation turned 
out badly for aU involved. 

‘‘There are lots of good, 
valid questions and input that 
could come from horsemen’s 
groups but the manner in which 
it’s been done, with THG to act 
alone, and with something of a 
scorched earth pohcy as it did 
at Calder is not positive,” said 
Scherf “Horsemen wanted to 
make a point that they want 
input in what tracks are doing 
and actively use the right of 
consent. That’s all to the good. 
The tactic that’s being used 
now is not productive.” 

Despite some of the dis¬ 
agreements, Reeves and other 
THG representatives go out 
of their way to say they want 
to work with tracks. THG calls 
horse owners and race track 
owners the major stakehold¬ 
ers in the industry. One group 
invests in horses. The other 
invests in race tracks. Without 
health from both stakeholders, 
the industry shrinks. 

“We’re aU about a fair con¬ 
tribution to purses on wagers 
taken by an account wagering 
company and we’re aU about 
a fair contribution to race 


tracks on wagers taken by an 
account wagering company,” 
said Reeves. “I feel like we’re 
taking the high road and we’re 
being fair-we’re proposing to 
be equal parmers with the race 
tracks and the account wager¬ 
ing companies.” 

Reeves lives in Nashville, 
Tenn., and pointed to a similar 
shift in the music business. For 
years, recording studios and art¬ 
ists clashed with Internet sites 
that offered music downloads 
and customers who used such 
sites. Now, online music stores 
are a staple with industry buy- 
in and revenue sharing. 

“We need to change our 
economic model and adapt to 
a new distribution system, like 
the music industry did,” said 
Reeves. “Can it work? Yes. It’s 
got to work.” ^

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SUSAN AND JOHN 
MOORE’S 
TALE OF 

LOVE AND GLORY 

Horses are running their hearts out for this 
Far Hills, N.J., couple deeply committed to animal welfare.

I n a whimsical mood, Susan 
Moore says that maybe her 
success on the race track has 
something to do with divine 
justice. She figures that if you’re 
good to animals then you will 
be rewarded—that the animals 
wiU be good to you in return. 
She might just have a point. 

Moore has devoted much 
of her adult Hfe to caring 
for animals, including retired 
Thoroughbreds. The animals, 
at least the horses, seem intent 
on returning the favor. 

Few horse owners have 
done more with less than 
Moore and her husband, John. 
The Far HiUs, N.J., residents 
have a small stable based in 
New York with trainer Jimmy 
Jerkens and spend modestly at 
the sales, yet continue to pro¬ 
duce a band of quality, stakes- 
cahber runners. This year has 
been the most impressive yet. 


With just 11 horses in training, 
they have been represented by 
three stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Zaftig, who defeated last 
year’s champion 2-year-old filly, 
Indian Blessing, with a dramat¬ 
ic victory in the Grade 1 Acorn 
Stakes on the Belmont Stakes 
day undercard. 

At the root of their suc¬ 
cess is a philosophy: Never cut 
corners while doing everything 
possible to give the horse the 
best care possible. 

‘We’re very meticulous and 
we get very involved in the 
physical well-being of every 
horse,” Susan Moore says. 

It’s exactly what you’d expect 
from Moore, who admits she 
“goes overboard” when it 
comes to anything that has any¬ 
thing to do with the welfare of 
an animal. Her love of animals 
began when she was a child 
growing up with cats. She bore 


witness to a few acts of animal 
cruelty and vowed she would 
one day make a difference. 

“I ended up being nuts 
about animals,” she says. 

By college, she was already 
putting cats ahead of herself. 
She scraped together enough 
money to buy a car, but wound 
up selling it so that she could 
pay the vet bills for the cats she 
had taken in. 

Moore went on to be a suc¬ 
cessful businesswoman who 
made a sizable income in the 
mail order catalog business. 
That meant more money for 
the animals. 

“When I started making 
enough money that I could 
afford to spend some money 
on animals I went overboard,” 
she said. “And I started not 
only paying for my own ani¬ 
mals, I rescued animals that 
other people didn’t want or 


couldn’t take care of I started 
taking care of veterinary bills 
for other people’s animals. My 
name just got out there. I never 
advertised or did anything to 
say, ‘Here I am. I’ll help you if 
you have a problem.’” 

Her work continues today. 
John Moore set up the Moore 
Foundation, which provides 
aid to sick or injured animals. 
The Moores accept donations, 
but the majority of the money 
spent by the foundation comes 
from their personal savings. 
John Moore estimates that he 
and his wife annually spend 
between $150,000 to $200,000 
caring for animals. 

In addition, the Moores’ 
home has become a haven for 
unwanted cats. They currently 
care for 40 of them, aU of 
them, for one reason or anoth¬ 
er, unsuitable for adoption. 
They have cats with cancer. 
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AIDs, with missing legs and 
eyes, and just about every other 
malady imaginable. These are 
cats that have no place else 
to go. 

Horses weren’t Susan 
Moore’s focus until the late 
1980s. A self-described work¬ 
aholic who put in 100-hour 
weeks, she found a release in 


handicapping. She was fascinat¬ 
ed by that aspect of the sport 
and found a few hours each 
week to take in racing on Friday 
nights at the Meadowlands. 

‘‘The only thing that dis¬ 
tracted me from my work was 
going to the Meadowlands,” 
she says. “I lived in Manhattan 
and worked in Jersey and I went 


to the Meadowlands on the way 
home. I could spend four or 
five hours there and handicap. 
There was enough information 
and statistics in the Racing Form 
that it kept me occupied. For a 
number of years it was my only 
form of entertainment.” 

It was there that a couple 
of breeders noticed her and 


befriended her. They told her 
that they had some horses 
available for sale and that buy¬ 
ing them would be a good way 
to get started as an owner. She 
agreed, but her first foray into 
ownership was not a good 
one. 

“I told them I could spend 
$100,000, so they sold me three

horses worth $10,000 for the 
$100,000,” she says, ‘‘I spent 
the next 10 years figuring out 
how not to get taken in the 
horse business.” 

Since her stab at ownership, 
a lot has changed for Susan 
Moore. She sold her business, 
which gave her the means to 
buy a better caliber of horse, 
and she married John Moore 
in 1996. Moore, who worked 
in investment banking, grew up 
on Long Island and made fre¬ 
quent trips to the harness races 
at Roosevelt Raceway. As he 
became more immersed in his 
professional career, he stopped 
following the races, but Susan’s 
passion for the game reignited 
his interest. 

Their first major success 
came with Lager, a Virginia- 
bred son of Pleasant Tap whom 
they claimed for $45,000 in 
1998 along with trainer Danny 
Lopez. A year later. Lager was 
having problems and Lopez 
wanted out. The Moores 
bought his half interest in the 
horse for $7,500 and turned 
him over to Jerkens. 

Under Jerkens, Lager took 
on a new hfe as a 6-year-old in 
2000, winning his first start that 
season for a $35,000 claiming 
tag and then moving up to top 
handicap competition. He won 
the Excelsior and Stuyvesant 
Handicaps (both Grade 3), was 
runner-up to Belmont Stakes 
winner Lemon Drop Kid in 
the Brooklyn Handicap-G2, 
and third (to Lemon Drop Kid 
and Behrens) in the Suburban 
Handicap-G2. 


Despite having had such 
success with a former claimer, 
the Moores knew the best way 
to build a successful and profit¬ 
able stable was to concentrate 
on better bred, more expensive 
horses. Working together, they 
decided to focus on the sales in 
hopes of finding prospective 
stakes winners in the mid-price 
ranges. 

Not every one has worked 
out, but a remarkable number 
have. 

Zaftig (by Gone West), pur¬ 
chased privately after she was 
bought back for $190,000 at 
the 2006 Keeneland September 
Yearhng sale, is the stable star, 
but the 2-year-old Bernstein 
filly Doremifasollatido, win¬ 
ner of Belmont Park’s Matron 
Stakes-G2 on September 13, 
isn’t far behind. Lady Marlboro, 
who finished in a dead heat for 
victory in the Grade 3 Sabin 
Stakes at Gulfs tream in January, 
rounds out the Moore’s trio of 
2008 stakes winners. 

Zaftig led up to the Acorn 
with a victory in the Nassau 
County Stakes-G3 and has 
three wins in five career starts 
for earnings of $308,700. 

After winning the Acorn, 
Zaftig came down with a minor 
foot bruise. It was the sort 
of thing that could have been 
dealt with and she could have 
quickly remrned to training. 
Instead, she was given most of 
the summer off The Moores 
believe that in the long run she 
will be better off because they 
didn’t rush things. 


That should mean that 
Zaftig will be a major force in 
the older mare division next 
year. The 113 Beyer figure 
she earned in the Acorn was, 
through mid-September, the 
fastest number turned in by 
any 3-year-old of either sex 
this year. 

Doremifasollatido, mean¬ 
while, picked up the tempo. 
Second in the Adirondack 
Stakes-G2 prior to her break¬ 
out performance in the Matron, 
she was a $110,000 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale pur¬ 
chase. Never worse than sec¬ 
ond in four starts, she has 
earned $217,000. 

The 4-year-old Lady Marl¬ 
boro (by Smoke Glacken), a 
$65,000 Keeneland September 
sales yearhng, finished second 
to Rite Moment in her only 
other start this season, the 
Bed o’ Roses Handicap-G2 at 
Aqueduct in April; her career 
earnings total $263,144. 

The Moores’ roster of 
stakes winners also includes: 

• Smokey Glacken (a Forestry 

daughter and half-sister to 
sprint champion and leading 
sire Smoke Glacken), pur¬ 
chased at the 2002 Keene¬ 
land September Yearhng 
sale for $150,000, won eight 
stakes (five graded) and 
earned $656,960. 

• Iron Deputy, a Silver Deputy 

colt purchased for just 
$45,000 at the 2000 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky July sale, 
won the 2003 running of 
the Brooklyn Handicap-G2 
and two other stakes and 


earned $370,900. He now 
stands at smd at Walnford 
Stud in Allentown, N.J. 

• Tiger (by Storm Boot), a 

$100,000 purchase at the 
2003 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sale, won the 2006 
Bold Ruler Handicap-G3 
in his stakes debut, after 
being sidehned by injury for 
lengthy periods earher in his 
career. 

• Grand Champion (by Two 
Punch) got his name because 
he was pinned grand cham¬ 
pion at the 2004 Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
Yearhng Show judged by 
Jonathan Sheppard. The 
Moores bought him a few 
weeks after that for $115,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky July Yearhng sale. The 
Maryland-bred, who didn’t 
make his first start until last 
at age 4, registered back-to- 
back victories in the 2007 
Maryland Million Sprint 
Handicap at Laurel and FaU 
Highweight Handicap at 
Aqueduct. His earnings to 
date are $299,490. 

• Tinseltown (by Pine Bluff), 

a $90,000 buy at the 2003 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
hng sale, developed into a 
stakes winner of $181,337. 
The most they have spent 
on a horse is $250,000 and the 
average price they have paid 
is $112,000. In this day and 
age, that’s not a lot of money, 
but they keep finding winners. 
Since 2000, the Moores have 
won with 25 percent of their 
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Two-year-old star Doremifasollatido took Belmont’s Matron Stakes-G2. 


starters and their starters have 
finished in the money 59 per¬ 
cent of the time. 

To find these horses, the 
Moores work with a team of 
advisors, including Cecil Sea¬ 
man, an expert in biomechan¬ 
ics, and veterinarian Patricia 
Hogan, who checks and re¬ 
checks every horse the Moores 
are interested in to make sure 
they are buying a sound animal. 

‘^ou won’t find a more 
hands-on owner than us,” John 
Moore says. ^‘We are very care¬ 
ful about who we buy. The vet 
work that we do when we select 
our horses is extraordinary. We 
‘double vet’ every horse. We 
only buy clean horses. We rarely 
buy a horse who has had prior 
surgery or prior problems. A 
lot of people will buy those 
horses because they will get a 
discount if the horse had any 
problem. A lot of veterinar¬ 
ians will tell them they can fix 
the problems. That’s not some¬ 
thing we’re comfortable with.” 

Once the horses begin their 
racing careers, the Moores 
are every bit as vigilant. No 
expense is spared and when¬ 
ever a horse has a problem 
they will do everything to cor¬ 
rect it. Many times that means 
consulting with a team of 
experts. They will never run an 
unsound horse, but also they 
want to give every horse they 
have a chance to recover from 
an injury and to reach his full 
potential. 

“Half of our graded stakes 
horses would not have become 


graded stakes winners if they 
were owned by many other 
owners,” Susan Moore said. 
“Tiger, who currently holds a 
track record at Gulfs tream Park 
and won a graded stakes race, 
bowed a tendon twice before 
he did that. Many people in this 
industry would not have given 
him a year off or give him all 
the surgeries to help him. They 
would not have sent him to 
training centers and rehab cen¬ 
ters to get him back.” 

“They are so committed 
to their horses,” Hogan said. 
“They’re not counting on run¬ 
ning it as a 2-year-old, 3-year- 
old or even a 4-year-old. They’ll 
do whatever is required to do 
what’s best for the horses so 
they can compete at a com¬ 
fortable level. Say a horse is 
ready to race and everyone has 
their hopes up and the horse 
comes up with a fillin g or a 
chip; they’ll stop on the horse 
and treat it. Nothing ever gets 
beyond them. I’m given a free 
rein to do whatever is best for 
their horses as far as medical 
treatment and I spare nothing 
in doing so.” 

Their recent run of suc¬ 
cess has come at a good time. 
The Moores recently launched 
a racing syndicate, M and M 
Thoroughbred Parmers. The 
idea is to expand the stable by 
bringing in owners who want to 
share in the Moores’ success. 

“We manage 10 to 12 horses 
at the track right now and we’d 
like to manage 30 or 40 horses 
at the race track,” Susan Moore

said. “We could apply every¬ 
thing that we learned to a larger 
stable, but we would own 10 or 
20 percent of each of the hors¬ 
es rather than 100 percent.” 

They can’t promise the 
partners that they wiU be buy¬ 
ing into the next Zaftig or 
Doremifasollatido, but they 
can guarantee that each horse 
will be pampered, both during 
his racing days and beyond. 
The Moores are still actively 
involved in their efforts to care 
for cats and to provide financial 
assistance to those who can’t 
pay their veterinary bills, but 
horse welfare has become a 
major issue to them. 

They rarely run horses in 
claiming races because they 
fear that could lead to a horse 
eventually shpping through 
the cracks and winding up 
with an owner and trainer 
not concerned with providing 
them with a humane retire¬ 
ment. Should a horse ever get 
claimed away from them they 
will follow the remainder of 


the horse’s career and buy him 
back any time they fear the 
horse is in danger. 

The Moores have personally 
taken in dozens of horses from 
the track that needed a home 
and have paid for their care. 
John Moore is a member of the 
board of directors of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Retirement Founda¬ 
tion, an organization the 
Moores have supported with 
several generous donations. 

“Other people should do 
what we do and take responsi¬ 
bility for their horses in retire¬ 
ment,” John Moore said. “You 
see now that organization-by¬ 
organization, they are starting 
to take some action on the drug 
problems racing has. People 
need to press these same orga¬ 
nizations, like The Jockey Club, 
TOBA and the NTRA, on this 
issue. It can happen. The mem¬ 
bers need to demand that more 
be done on welfare. These 
organizations have the power 
to do a lot more than they’re 
doing.” ^

FASIG-TIPTON

FALL YEARLING SALE 

Gross plummets 38.4 percent and average falls 26.8 
percent at three-day auction held September 29 to 
October 1 at Timonium.

W ith the nation’s econo¬ 
my entering its worst 
crisis since the Great 
Depression, and cloudbursts 
dumping several inches of rain 
the Saturday before the sale 
when many prospective buy¬ 
ers typically make their inspec¬ 
tion rounds, only a miracle 
could have prevented figures 
from falling at this year’s Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearhng sale. 

And that didn’t happen. 

The gross plummeted 38.4 
percent, and the average was 
down 26.8 percent, as 483 
horses sold for $8,211,600 
(average $17,001) at the three- 
day auction held September 29 
to October 1 at the sales pavil¬ 
ion in Timonium. 

The buy-back figure was 
35.9 percent, and the median 
fell 10 percent. 

The number of horses 
selling for $100,000 or more 
also fell dramatically-10, as 
opposed to 27 last year. 

Topping the sale at $320,000 
was a Holy Bull colt purchased 
by a relatively new owner on 
the scene in Pennsylvania, Ed 


Stevenson of Cavanaugh Breen 
Farm in Bedminster, Pa. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Classic Thoroughbred XVIII, 
a parmership of Herb and 
Ellen Moehs, Jim Ferguson and 
Mike Lipper, the colt is out 
of stakes-placed Disco Darhn’ 
(by Citidancer), a half-sister to 
multiple stakes winner Sir Echo 
($496,289). The sales-topper, 
who is expected to race for 
Stevenson with Pennsylvania- 
based trainer Guadalupe Preci- 
ado, was the centerpiece of an 
exceptionally strong consign¬ 
ment brought to the sale by the 
MoeUses’ CandyLand, based in 
Middletown, Del. 

CandyLand, which ranked 
as the leading consignor by 
gross ($823,700) sold two of 
the three most expensive horses 
in the sale, the other being a 
$155,000 Maryland-bred Silver 
Deputy colt out of Run for Joy, 
by Geiger Counter. That colt 
was purchased in the name of 
Scanlon Training Center. 

The top-priced filly, at 
$105,000, was a daughter of 
Purge out of Canadian cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old fiUy Brusque 
(by Canaveral), consigned by 


Paramount Sales, agent V and 
purchased by trainer Chad 
Brown, reportedly on behalf of 
former harness driver Malvern 
Burroughs of Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y. 

For the second year in a 
row, the Lexington, Ky.-based 
Welker Sales Agency ranked as 
the leading consignor by aver¬ 
age. This year the company 
led by Bayne Welker averaged 
$67,200 with five horses sold, 
including the second highest- 
priced offering, a $170,000 
Tiznow colt (out of Cinnamon 
Spice, by Seeking the Gold) 
sold on behalf of Perry Flynn 
and purchased by Jay Em Ess 
Stable (Cahfornia-based owners 
Mace and Samantha Siegel). 

The leading buyer by gross 
was M & B Bloodstock, a 
newly formed partnership of 
Florida-based pinhookers Tony 
Bowhng and David McKathan, 
which purchased 12 horses for 
$409,500. M & B Bloodstock’s 
most expensive purchase was 
a $100,000 Awesome Again 
colt (out of Coral Necklace, by 
Conquistador Cielo). 

Of the 10 horses selling 
for $100,000 or more, six were 


bred in the Mid-Atlantic region. 
Others are: 

$110,000 Songandaprayer colt, 
consigned by John P. Mc¬ 
Daniel’s Hickory Ridge Farm, 
Sally Thomas, agent (Md.) 
$105,000 Closing Argument 
colt, consigned by Beth 
Bayer, agent VI (Pa.). 
$100,000 Makbu Moon filly, 
consigned by Longfield 
Farm, Bill Reightler, agent 
(WVa.). 

$100,000 Not For Love colt, 
consigned by Green Willow 
Farms, agent (Pa.). 

Not For Love, the number 
one sire in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, led all sires in the sale by 
gross, with 14 of his offspring 
seUing for $456,000 (average 
$32,571). Two other Mid- 
Atlantic sires ranked among 
the top 10 by gross: Domestic 
Dispute (19 sold for $178,300; 
average $9,384) and Lion 
Hearted (13 sold for $177,400; 
average $13,646). All three 
stallions stand at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md. 

Holy BuU was the leading 
sire by average, with four sold 
for $363,000 (average $90,750). 
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Herb Moelis, owner with his wife, Ellen, of 
CandyLand in Middletown, Del., the leading con¬ 
signor by gross and second by average (with 19 
sold for $823,700; average $43,353). CandyLand’s 
consignment featured two of the three top-priced 
offerings. A Holy Bull colt co-bred, raised and 
consigned by CandyLand topped the sale at 
$320,000. 

''Monday night, after the bail-out bill failed [in the 
U.S. House of Representatives], I thought we were in 
deep trouble. Anything from there that was positive 
came as a total shock. I was almost more concerned 
with the lesser-priced horses; I was afraid that the bot¬ 
tom of the market just wouldn’t sell. When you realize 
that it costs $25,000 to $30,000 to get a yearling to his 
first race, that becomes very frightening. 

"Sixteen of the horses we took to the sale belonged to us; five were consigned 
for other people. 

"With some surprise, we were able to sell everything. Two of them sold after 
the sale. We lowered the reserves on the less expensive horses, and made it real¬ 
istic for them to sell. 

"It was an excellent sale for us. We give a lot of credit to our farm manager, 
Mike Palmer, who has them in tip-top shape; they look good and act well.”

Longfield Farm’s West Virginia-bred fiiiy by Malibu Moon—Keisey Kid, by 
Lord Parham, soid for $100,000 from the consignment of agent Biii Reightier. 


Bill Reightier, Maryland-based agent, sold 
27 for $343,600. Leading his consignment was 
a $100,000 Malibu Moon filly sold on behalf of 
Longfield Farm. 

''It was one of the toughest cHmates you could 
have for a horse sale—the national economic crisis, 
plus the rain on Saturday, which was actually laugh¬ 
able. Nobody was looking at horses that day. 

"With all of the problems in Maryland, not too 
many Maryland trainers had orders for horses, so 
there weren’t as many end-users as weVe had in 
years past. A lot of nice yearlings sold under the 
money. 

"We’re poised with the problem of overproduc¬ 
tion; there aren’t enough buyers in this economic 
climate. People need to reflect on what they’re 


bringing to the sale, or accept what the horses 
bring. 

"As someone said at the Keeneland September 
sale, the bull’s eye is getting smaller—it’s harder and 
harder to sell at a profit. 

"But it’s not aU negative for the Mid-Atlantic 
region. We did see an increase in action on Penn- 
sylvania-breds. People are realizing that there are 
significant financial incentives in the Pennsylvania 
Breeding Fund. 

"We’re going through a huge market correction. 
The Maryland sales have been riding the crest of 
a wave for 10 years; now we’re in an adjustment 
period, and we’ll have to ride it out. The market 
win stabilize, and then it will go up again.”

Tim Ritchey, Mid-Atlantic-based trainer 
whose record with purchases at Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sales is second to none. Ritchey 
purchased dual classic winner Afleet Alex for 
$75,000 at the 2004 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-year-olds in training sale. At the 1997 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, he paid $10,000 for 
future Pennsylvania Derby-G3 winner Smart 
Guy. Ritchey took three from this sale—two 
through the ring and one purchased privately 
following the auction. His most expensive pur¬ 
chase was an $80,000 Malibu Moon filly. 

''Obviously the good horses sold well in spite of 
the economy. But it hurt the bottom and middle 
horses; a lot of the horses who might have brought 
$50,000 and $60,000 probably brought $30,000 
and $40,000. 

"It was a tough place to buy horses. A lot of the 
local stallions are on the bubble, and may or may 


not be right for this region: you had to be skepti¬ 
cal. 

"Three days is too much. Td rather see two days, 
with one of them preferred and the other open. 
The average would probably come up. 

"[Under the current format] you have to sort 
through a lot of horses. I go through the catalog 
and sort them out based on pedigree, and then I go 
and look at them. There were a lot of questionable 
pedigrees in this sale. Once I put a value on a horse, 
I try to stick to it. There were a few Td have loved 
to have, but five, six, seven people were bidding on 
them, and they brought more than I was planning 
to spend. 

"The Malibu Moon fiUy (out of Hot Salsa, by 
Thirty Eight Paces) seemed Uke a bargain, at least 
I hope she was a bargain. I bought her for a client, 
and I like her a lot.”

’CHASING ABOUT byjoe Clancy 


Fisher’s synthetic 
training surface 
proves rock-soiid 
investment 


W ay back last winter, Jack 
Fisher talked about 
the future of his train¬ 
ing business. Based at Locust 
Hill Farm, his in-laws' historic 
property in Butler, Md., Fisher 
had just finished winning his 
third National Steeplechase 
Association championship and 
wondered what was next. 

‘d ride out on every set and 
I lead every gallop," he said. 


‘‘There's going to come a day 
when I can't lead every gallop, 
ril need to be able to tell peo¬ 
ple what to do with the horses 
and know what they are doing. 
That's why Fm thinking about 
putting in this track." 

At the time, Fisher (now 45) 
was contemplating the wisdom 
of writing the six-figure check 
necessary to convert a turf gal¬ 
lop into a synthetic training 


surface. This summer, he went 
for it-having a Poly track gal¬ 
lop installed on his formerly 
turf-only work strip at Locust 
Hill. 

“Fd been thinking about it 
for years and the only thing 
that kept me from doing it 
was cash," he said. “When my 
aunt, Polly Riggs, died last year 
she left me some money and 
that gave me the push to do 
it. People told me I was stupid 
from an investment standpoint. 
They told me I should put 
that money away for my retire¬ 
ment." 

If the early remrns (of the 
track and the stock market) are 
any indication, Fisher is happy 
with his decision. 

Fisher-trained Thorough¬ 
breds won the first three stakes 
of September and earned 
$193,624 for the month. That's 
just shy of $20,000 in train¬ 
ing commissions to Fisher in 
a month-try doing that with a 
401 (k) in today's economy. 


The U-shaped Polytrack 
gallop covers about seven fur¬ 
longs and finishes at a 3 per¬ 
cent grade. The construction 
process took much of the sum¬ 
mer and involved a fleet of 
heavy equipment. Fisher, who 
also installed a mrf gallop next 
to the synthetic surface, likes 
the finished product. 

“It enables me not to 
destroy the ground we have 
and when the ground is hard. 
I've got a place to work or gal¬ 
lop," he said. “The problem we 
have training out in the field 
is we have bumps and ridges 
and things. Horses get hurt 
that way." 

Mainly, Fisher is no longer 
at the mercy of the weather. 
Steeplechase trainers routinely 
juggle workout schedules based 
on rain (or lack thereof). Those 
with synthetic gallops (Fisher, 
Neil Morris and Tom Voss) 
have more flexibility. 

“Three or four weeks ago 
it was supposed to rain and 
I worked everybody the day 
before the rain came, mostly 
because we didn't want to be 
riding out in the rain," Fisher 
said. “I talked to other people 
and they were waiting for the 
rain so they could work on 
better turf. With the Polytrack, 
whenever I want to train, I 
train." 

The Fisher parade started 
in Frankhn, Ky, as Quern Se 
Atreve (Brz) took the $53,200 
Belle Meade Plantation Stakes 
on September 13. The restrict¬ 
ed stakes lured a field of 11 to 
Kentucky Downs, which once 
hosted the richest steeplechase 
in North American history 
($750,000 in 1990). Looking 
to get the fall season started 
quickly, the group made for 
a shuffled deck—14-year-old 
mare Feeling So Pretty, 4-year- 
old filly Class Shadow, 2008 
stakes winner Four Schools 
(Ire), double spring winner 
Classy Brute, veteran Pals 
Pride, classy if hghdy raced 
Langburg, Grade 1 -exiting 
Luongo, among others. 

Sarah Lyn Stable LLC's 
Quern Se Atreve fit the roster. 



Good Night Shirt (Wiiiie Dowiing) notched his fourth consecutive Grade 1 victory in Belmont Park’s Lonesome Glory Hurdle Stakes. 
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He won twice in 2006 (a maid¬ 
en and a Grade 2 stakes), start¬ 
ed just once in 2007, and began 
this year as a timber horse. 
The Brazilian import finished 
a decent third against claimers 
at the Saratoga Open House 
on July 20, then was pulled 
up at Saratoga on August 14. 
Fisher simply reloaded, and 
aimed for Kenmcky (rather 
than a $15,000 optional claimer 
the same weekend at Colonial 
Downs). 

Sent off at 29-1, Quern Se 
Atreve (Carl Rafter) rated off 
Pals Pride early and took over 
at the top of the stretch. From 
there, the 8-year-old sprinted 
home to win by seven and three- 
quarters lengths in 4:19.40 for 
the two and a quarter mdes. 
Langburg finished second with 
Four Schools third. 

The winner provides a 
great example of sticking with 
a horse. Flat trainer Kenny 
McPeek imported Quern Se 
Atreve for Sarah Lyn (Alabama- 
based Dr. Carl Gessler) as a 
potential stakes runner in 2003. 
The horse never got close in 
eight starts, and McPeek even¬ 
tually suggested steeple chasing 
as a last resort. Fisher took over 
in 2005, got the two wins in 
2006, weathered a few storms 
and collected another win at 
Kentucky D owns - although 
the plan called for retirement 
if Quern Se Atreve couldn't 
dehver. 

“Surprise, surprise, that's for 
sure," said Gessler, a cardiac 
surgeon, who was not on hand 
for the heroics at Kentucky 
Downs. “This was going to be 
it. If he didn't run a good race 
he was going to be retired to 
be a hunting horse. I watched 
the replay and he was great out 
there. I saw his ears pricked 
and him looking happy. I asked 
Jack, Who was this horse that 
was out there?' We hadn't seen 
that horse in a long time." 

A week later, on September 
20 and 21, the Fisher brigade 
headed east to Monmouth 
Park and Belmont Park. Seer, 
owned by the trainer's mother- 
in-law, Sheila Williams, shined 


at the first stop, taking the 
$75,000 Monmouth County 
Hunt novice stakes. Stablemate 
Good Night Shirt, the reigning 
steeplechase champion, capped 
the big weekend by taking a 
second consecutive Grade 1 
Lonesome Glory. 

A 4-year-old son of Pulpit, 
Seer went to Monmouth as a 
decent first-year steeplechaser 
with a win, a second and a third 
on his resume. He left as one 
of the players in the novice 
division after rallying strongly 
in the stretch to catch heavy 
favorite Be Certain and win 
by a head in 4:22.50 for the 
two and a quarter miles. Early 
leader Dr. Bloomer settled for 
third, beaten less than two 
lengths, with Spy in the Sky a 
head back in fourth. 

Before the race, jockey 
Xavier Aizpuru talked about 
a reluctance to use the inside 
portion of the course-admit¬ 
ting that he would prefer 
to lose ground in favor of 
smoother going. At the top 
of the stretch, the 2008 jock¬ 
ey leader tossed that plan and 
dove for the rail. 

“I had a tough decision to 
make after the second-last [on 
the backside]—I was either 
going to have to make a big 
sweeping run around the out¬ 
side, which I didn't want to do, 
or I was going to have to sit 
and suffer down on the inside 
and pray that a gap came," 
Aizpuru said. “At the last fence, 
as brave as he'd been up to 
then, I had to ask him to be 
brave again. It was a tight hole, 
so give the horse every credit. 
He got there." 

Bred in Kentucky by Jayeff 
“B" Stables and Reynolds Bell, 
Seer made seven flat starts for 
Jayeff “B" and trainer Alan 
Goldberg (including a pair 
at Monmouth last year), but 
could do no better than a sec¬ 
ond at Atlantic City in May. 
Fisher bought the bay gelding 
late in 2007, hoping to find a 
good horse while also opening 
a relationship with Goldberg 
and Jayeff “B" (whose pre¬ 
vious sales to steeplechase 


trainers include major winners 
Orison and Racey Dreamer). 

“I wanted a foot in the door 
so I bought the horse," said 
Fisher. “A lot of good horses 
come out of there. I wasn't 
that high on this horse, but 
[Goldberg] kept telling me he 
was a nice horse, that he was all 
right, that I should trust him." 

For Fisher, Seer lost his first 
start by 30 lengths, but quickly 
made amends by winning a 
maiden hurdle and a maiden 
flat race at Colonial Downs 
in June and running two solid 
races at Saratoga (a second to 
Dynaski on July 30 and a third 
behind The Price of Love and 
Dynaski on August 21). 

“At Saratoga, he ran hke a 
champion but his jumping let 
him down a little bit," Aizpuru 
said. “This time, he jumped 
hke a champion. He met the 
fences well, did everything 
right. I'm dehghted for the 
horse because with everything 
we've asked him to do this year, 
he's improved and improved 
and given us everything. He 
deserved one." 

Taking a cue from his 
younger stablemate. Good 
Night Shirt kept the Fisher 
train roUing with what's getting 
to be common for the 2007 


Echpse Award winner — a pow¬ 
erful Grade 1 victory — the next 
day at Belmont Park. 

Owned by Virginian Sonny 
Via and bred in Maryland by 
Tom and Chris Bowman, the 
7-year-old won his fourth 
consecutive start-all Grade 
Is-and improved to a perfect 
3-for-3 in 2008 with a victory in 
the $150,000 Lonesome Glory 
Stakes. 

Good Night Shirt (Willie 
Dowling) rated off Red Letter 
Day early, seized control on the 
final turn, and drew off late 
to score by three and three- 
quarters lengths in a course 
record 4:24.88 for the two and 
a half miles. Sermon of Love 
ralhed late for second, with 
Red Letter Day a neck back in 
third and Duke of Earl (Ire) a 
neck behind that one in fourth. 
Good Night Shirt, who toted 
158 pounds, giving 20 pounds 
to the next three finishers, 
returned a chalky $2.80. 

Idle since winning the Grade 
1 Iroquois in May, Good Night 
Shirt showed httle effect from 
his vacation turned out in a 
field on Fisher's farm.

was the day for people to beat 
us,” said Dowling. ^‘But he was 
impressive. He’s so strong. I 
can’t believe a horse can go that 
quick from start to finish and 
not give up.” 

Good Night Shirt stood out 
as the horse to beat, but still 
faced challenges from a sharp 
horse in Dark Equation (who 
won the New York Turf Writers 
Cup-NSAl at Saratoga) and a 
rested one in Best Attack (who 
finished second in Good Night 
Shirt’s Iroquois). A field of 
eight went postward, with Red 
Letter Day bounding to a quick 
lead. Good Night Shirt settled 
in second, covered up, head 


bowed and awaiting a cue. The 
only anxious moment came at 
the seventh of 12 fences. Good 
Night Shirt eased out from 
behind the leader and charged 
for the fence—missing his take¬ 
off spot and landing awkward¬ 
ly. Dowhng immediately got 
the big chesmut behind Red 
Letter Day again, and stayed 
there until the stretch. 

thought that might knock 
the stuffing out of him carrying 
the weight—it’s pretty tough on 
you,” said the jockey. ‘Another 
horse can’t finish the race after 
a mistake tike that. I was able 
to get him back and get him 
to relax after that. It kind of 


slowed him down a bit. If he 
flies that. I’m in front, they can 
take shots at me and then we 
don’t know what happens the 
rest of the race.” 

It might not have mat¬ 
tered. Good Night Shirt has 
blossomed into jump racing’s 
newest superstar, taking over 
from McDynamo (who retired 
last year as the career earn¬ 
ings leader). Good Night Shirt 
earned $95,520 with the win 
and pushed his hfetime stee¬ 
plechase bankroll to $694,493 
(fourth on the all-time hst). The 
son of former Maryland stal¬ 
lion Concern has made eight 
consecutive Grade 1 starts dat¬ 
ing to April 2007, and boasts 
six wins, a second (beaten a 
neck) and a fourth. 

The dominance makes Fisher 
recall former pupil Saluter, a 
four-time champion and 
21-time winner over timber. 

“When I was riding Saluter, 
if they wanted to go slow, I 
went to the lead and if they 
wanted to go fast, I sat out 
the back,” Fisher said. “With 
horses like this it doesn’t matter 
what you do, they’re the best 
horse. They dare you to beat 
them.” 

Most of the time, you can’t. 

RAIN, RAIN, RAIN 
AT SHAWAN 

The eighth annual Legacy 
Chase at Shawan Downs in 
Hunt Valley, Md., produced 
more water than racing on 
September 27 as torrential rain 
forced the cancellation of the 
final three races on the card of 
a race course property rocked 
by water, mud and vehicles. 
The area received more than 
six inches of rain in about nine 
hours, causing floods, altering 
traffic and battering one stee¬ 
plechase meet. 

Race chairman Charlie Fen¬ 
wick Jr. called the damage sub¬ 
stantial, but also paid credit to 
a variety of groups for their 
work. 

“I was proud to be associ¬ 
ated with so many fine people 
who really showed their mettle 


in that time period we were out 
there,” Fenwick said. “There 
was nothing pleasant about any 
thing that was done. Tough 
calls were made. The stewards 
made the right call; they made 
every single effort they could 
to get in any races they could 
get in. They took some heat for 
hanging in there and they took 
some heat for calling it when 
they did. I’m proud of the way 
they handled the simation and 
the way everybody else did.” 

Fenwick said the rain cost 
the meet about $25,000 in rev¬ 
enue from a Mercedes-Ben 2 
raffle, and hurt the general 
admission crowd somewhat but 
that overall Shawan emerged 
fairly healthy considering the 
conditions. Priority one will be 
repairing the damage to roads, 
the parking areas and the race 
course. Next will come a pos¬ 
sible contribution to Greater 
Baltimore Medical Center, 
the race meet beneficiary that 
supphed volunteers. Finally, 
Fenwick hopes to minimi 2 e 
expenses incurred by horse¬ 
men. 

“Obviously, we didn’t dis¬ 
tribute all of the purse money 
and we have a responsibility to 
the horsemen if there are ade¬ 
quate funds after returning the 
course to its proper condition 
and supporting the hospital,” 
said Fenwick. “If we were able 
to do something to help out 
the people who did not get an 
opportunity to run, it would be 
nice. We can’t promise anything 
but we’U try to do it.” 

In a race that did happen. 
Windmill Hollow Stable’s Nat 
Grew (Jody Petty) collected a 
maiden hurdle win for trainer 
Sanna Hendriks. The 4-year-old 
had tittle trouble with the soft 
turf and won by 12 lengths, but 
came into the race a contender 
on any surface with two sec¬ 
onds and a third this year. 

The second, a filly/mare 
maiden hurdle, went to Sherry 
Fenwick’s Confined. The 
4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Mojave Moon 
took the lead at the start and 
turned aside challengers until 
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there were no more. Confined 
won by 15 lengths for Aizpuru 
and trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 

After braving a water¬ 
logged course, driving rain 
and lousy visibihty organiz¬ 
ers scrapped the third hurdle 
race and pressed on with the 
two timber races (largely run 
on a different course than the 
hurdle events) scheduled as the 
day’s fourth and fifth. With 
horses in the paddock for the 
$25,000 Ski Roundtop Stakes, 
and rain still falling, stewards 
canceled the rest of the card 
for safety reasons.

SEPTEMBER NEWS 

A day after Shawan, Virgin¬ 
ia’s Foxfield Races went off 
without a weather problem. 
Victories went to Dale Thiel’s 
Zozimus (Petty, Hendriks) in a 
$15,000 maiden hurdle; Jona¬ 
than Sheppard’s homebred 
Cradle Will Rock (Danielle 
Hodsdon, Sheppard) in a 
$10,000 conditioned claiming 
hurdle and Maggie Bryant’s 
Prancing Cat (Paddy Young, 
Doug Fout) in a $10,000 maid¬ 
en claiming hurdle. 

Colonial Downs took the 
rare approach of carding two 
steeplechase races on a pro¬ 
gram otherwise restricted to

(Hodsdon) in a $12,000 maid¬ 
en claiming hurdle while long¬ 
time Virginia owner/trainer 
Randy Rouse sent out One Sea 
(Roderick Mackenzie) to win 
a $15,000 optional claiming 
hurdle.

Action sustained a fractured 
cannon bone in his third-place 
finish in the New York Turf 
Writers Cup at Saratoga and 
will miss the fall season. Fout 
hoped for a spring remrn. . . 
Greg Bentley’s Rainbows for 
Luck (Robbie Walsh, Paul Row¬ 
land) won a maiden hurdle on 
Kentucky Downs’s September

Facts and figures 
regarding racing 
of 2-vear-oids

During The Jockey Club 
Round Table on Matters Per¬ 
taining to Racing, held in 
Saratoga Springs in August, Dr. 
Larry Bramlage gave a report 
on statistics that refute the 
thoughts held by many indi¬ 
viduals that racing two-year- 
olds is inherendy a mistake. 
A renowned orthopedic sur¬ 
geon, Dr. Bramlage is chair¬ 
man of Grayson-Jockey Club’s 
Research Advisory Committee 
and is a member of The Jockey 
Club’s Thoroughbred Safety 
Committee. The following is 
excerpted from his presenta¬ 
tion at the Round Table. 


I n light of recent events in 
Thoroughbred racing, charges 
concerning soundness have 
been leveled by supporters and 
detractors of the sport. The 
Thoroughbred Safety Commit¬ 
tee felt these charges had to be 
examined where possible and 
the facts established. Statements 
have been made in the popular 
press, read, re-quoted and in 
some instances misquoted to 
the point that they began to be 
regarded as fact. 

We beheve that the charges 
must be addressed based upon 
data not opinion. Therefore, 
for the information that we 
examined our conclusions are 
rooted in the pragmatic ‘‘the 
data shows” rather than the 
dubious “we beheve.”

One commonly expressed 
opinion is that: the training 
and racing of two-year-old 
Thoroughbreds is predispos¬ 
ing these horses to accelerated 
rates of injury and prematurely 
shortened careers. This charge 
is leveled by some people in and 
out of the horse industry, espe¬ 


cially people outside of racing. 
It is a very popular theme with 
animal welfare organizations 
that are ill informed on the 
topic of racing and the horse; 
it is also parroted frequently in 
the popular press. 

To examine these data 
The Jockey Club Information 
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Systems extracted one-year 
windows at five-year intervals, 
using the years 1975 through 
2000 as data sets. Horses were 
divided into the categories 
“raced as two-year-olds” and 
“raced, but not as two-year- 
olds.” The data shows a defini¬ 
tive answer to this charge. 

The first category of data 
examined was average starts 
per starter lifetime. The data 
shows that horses that raced as 
two-year-olds raced many more 
times in their lifetime in each 
of the years examined when 
compared to horses that did 
not race until after their two- 
year-old season. Some of these 
starts were made in the two- 
year-old year for the horses 
that raced at two, but the differ¬ 
ence was more marked than the 
two-year-old year alone would 
account for. 

Average lifetime earnings 
per starter for horses that raced 
as two-year-olds are almost 
twice the amount earned by 
horses that did not race as two- 
year-olds. 

Career average earnings per 
start for horses that raced as 
two-year-olds exceeded average 
earnings per start for horses 
that did not race as two-year- 
olds in every one of the years 
from 1975 to 2000 examined. 

Lasdy, the percent stakes 
winners in horses that raced 
as two-year-olds is nearly three 
times higher than in horses that 
did not race until their three- 
year-old year or later. 

This data shows that horses 
that began racing as two-year- 
olds are much more successful, 
have much longer careers, and, 
by extrapolation, show less 
predisposition to injury than 
horses that did not begin racing 
until their three-year-old year. 
It is absolute on aU the data sets 
that the training and racing of 


two-year-old Thoroughbreds 
has no iU effect on the horses’ 
race-career longevity or quality. 
In fact, the data would indicate 
that the ability to make at least 
one start as a two-year-old has 
a very strong positive effect on 
the longevity and success of 
a racehorse. This strong posi¬ 
tive effect on the quality and 
quantity of performance would 
make it impossible to argue that 
these horses that race as two- 
year-olds are compromised. 

These data strongly support 
the physiologic premise that it 
is easier for a horse to adapt to 
training when training begins 
at the end of skeletal growth. 
Initiation of training at the end 
of growth takes advantage of 
the established blood supply 
and ceU populations that are 
then converted from growth 
to the adaptation to training. 
It is much more difficult for a 
horse to adapt to training after 
the musculoskeletal system is 
allowed to atrophy at the end 
of growth because the bone 
formation support system that 
is stin present in the adolescent 
horse must be re-created in 
the skeletally mature horse that 
initiates training. ^

THE BIG BROWN 
SHOW

I n Monmouth Park's Haskell 
Invitational-Gl, it looked like 
Big Brown wouldn't have 
enough to pass frontrunner 
Coal Play in deep stretch. He 
did. In the Monmouth Stakes 
six weeks later, on September 
13 - this time on turf-it looked 
like Big Brown wouldn't be able 
to hold off Proudinsky (Ger) 
in deep stretch. He did. 

Big Brown, the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes 
winner, surely earned the 
winner's share of the half¬ 
million purse in the inaugural 
Monmouth Stakes, the race 
that the track created for Big 
Brown to prep for his sched¬ 
uled start in the |5 million 
Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl on 
the synthetic surface at Santa 
Anita on October 25. It was the 
first time Big Brown defeated 
older horses and his second 
win in as many starts on grass. 
His first career start came on 
turf 

Showing the speed he dis¬ 
played earlier in his career. Big 
Brown led virtually all the way 
under Kent Desormeaux, and 
held off Bobby Frankel-trained 
5-year-old Proudinsky to win 
by a neck before a crowd of 
17,047. Proudinsky, who nearly 
drew even with Big Brown at 
the sixteenth pole, finished a 
half length ahead of 8-year- 
old Shakis (Ire). It was three- 
quarters of a length back to 
8-year-old Silver Tree. 

‘d thought he put in a huge 
effort, man," elated trainer 
Richard Dutrow said. ‘‘Those 
horses looked like they had him

turning for home, and he just 
wouldn't let them get by. It's 
something we haven't seen with 
him before." 

Big Brown was sent off 
the 3-5 favorite in a field of 
nine. Dutrow wanted the 
Boundary colt on the lead, and 
so Desormeaux, his regular 
rider, chirped at him out of the 
gate to urge him to the front. 
He got the lead, but then had 
to deal with Get Serious, who 
pressed him from the outside 
through a half mile in :46.83 
and three-quarters in 1:11.21. 

The fractions for the nine- 
furlong race were swift, and in 
the stretch, Proudinsky, under 
Ramon Dominguez, rushed 
up to Big Brown. Big Brown 
was resilient under a vigorous 
hand ride, though Desormeaux 
used his whip to hit Big Brown 
underhanded on the right 
shoulder several times. He cov¬ 
ered the distance in 1:47.41 
on a course labeled good and 
remrned $3.20. 

Michael lavarone, winning 
owner of lEAH Stable, said, 
“The way he dug down this 
afternoon showed his true 
heart and his true courage. 
There is nothing he can do that 
will surprise me any more." 

Big Brown was the undisput¬ 
ed star of the 2008 Monmouth 
meet that ended on September 
28. 

The 100-day stand ended 
with mixed results on the busi¬ 
ness ledger-a 3.1 percent 


increase in average daily all¬ 
sources handle ($3,274,800) in 
comparison to last year, cou¬ 
pled with a 29 percent decline 
in on-site wagering. Attendance 
fell 27 percent, a decline that 
was attributed to higher gaso¬ 
line prices for those traveling 
to the Jersey shore and to the 
expanding presence of New 
Jersey's off-track betting and 
account wagering systems. 

Bruce Levine captured the 
training crown after three con¬ 
secutive meets as the runner- 
up. His 54 wins are the most 
in more than 30 years, since 
J. Willard Thompson won 55 
races in 1975. Jason Servis fin¬ 
ished second with 33 wins, and 
next came Eddie Broome (29), 
Richard Dutrow (26) and Tim 
HiUs and Ed Plesa Jr. (23). 

Levine's main client. 
Repole Stable, took the own¬ 
er's tide with 21 wins. Next 
came Broome (18), Patricia 
Generazio (16), George and 
Lori HaU (11) and La Marca 
Stable (10). 

Jose Lezcano ended the 
five-year run of 13-time leading 
rider Joe Bravo. The 23-year- 
old Panama native won 141 
races. It was the most wins 
since Bravo won 145 in 1994. 
Lezcano finished second to 
Bravo two years ago. Fellow 
countryman Eddie Castro-10 
days older than Lezcano-fin¬ 
ished second, as he did last 
year, with 117 wins. Bravo was 
third (95 wins), followed by 


Stewart Elliott (75) and Carlos 
Marquez Jr. (64). 

Power Game, from the 
powerful Phipps Stable and 
barn of Shug McGaughey, was 
dynamite on the Jersey shore 
this summer. 

The 3-year-old colt shares 
the stellar pedigree of other 
Phipps charges-a half-broth¬ 
er to graded stakes winner 
i SurvivaHst, he is by Dixie Union 
§ out of Miner's Game, a full

5 sister to 1988 Breeders' Cup 
Classic-Gl runner-up and lead¬ 
ing sire Seeking the Gold-but 
arrived south to meet weaker 
foes in New Jersey. 

In July, he won his first start 
by eight lengths. A month later 
he took an allowance by four 
lengths, and then on September 
7, he was ridden out to an 
easy victory in the off-the-turf 
$65,000 Restoration Stakes. 

The Restoration, in which 
he defeated two horses, was tit¬ 
tle more than a public workout. 
However, the manner in which 
he won his first three career 
starts would seem to indicate a 
strong future. 

In the $100,000 Point Given 
Stakes on September 21, The 
Big Stable's Delosvientos 
assumed the lead after the start 
and led every step around three 
turns. He fended off Phil the 
Power in the stretch of the mile 
and one-half marathon and set 
a track record of 2:31.12. The 
scratch of 10-year-old multi- 
miltionaire Evening Attire the 
morning of the race removed 
all drama from the race and 
yielded a four-horse field. 

In the short field, jockey 
Eddie Castro was able to dictate 
the pace aboard Delosvientos. 
Castro won five races the pre¬ 
vious day, including two New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Festival 
stakes. Coverage of the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Festival will appear in 
The New Jersey Thoroughbred 
in next months Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred. 

This was the third stakes vic¬ 
tory of the season for Delos¬ 
vientos. He won Belmont's Fit 
to Fight Stakes and Brooklyn 
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Handicap-G2 at the same dis¬ 
tance earlier in the summer, 
and rebounded nicely from a 
ninth-place finish in the Pacific 
Classic-Gl at Del Mar in 
his previous start. Giuseppe 
ladisernia trains the 5-year-old 
gelding. 

Many talented juveniles 
started their careers earlier at 
the meet, but the connections 
of A. R Cardinal were both 
cautious and patient. The big 
gray colt rewarded his owners, 
01 Memorial Stable and C.E. 
Glasscock, with a three-length 
victory as the 1-5 favorite in 
his much-anticipated debut on 
September 14. He covered six 
furlongs in 1:11.09. Trainer 
Cam Gambolati bought A. P.

H amilton Smith did not 
play the Late Pick 3 on 
September 13.

Jersey Giant, one of the top 
handicap horses at Monmouth 
earher in the decade, was retired 
in mid-September. The 9-year- 
old New Jersey-bred gelding 
compiled a record 13 wins and 
earnings of $404,323. 

“He is so popular even to 
this day,” owner Andrew KMg- 
man said. “People still come 


up to me and say, ‘He made us 
money.'” 

Jersey Giant, a son of 
Evening Khs, made his mark 
with trainer Jimmy Ryerson. He 
won the 2003 Skip Away and 
Skip Trial Stakes and the John 
J. Reilly Handicap and narrowly 
lost the Salvator Mile-G3 and 
IseUn Handicap-G3. 

His performance slowly 
dechned in stakes races and 
then claimers, and breeder/ 
owner Joel Khgman ultimately 
retired him at age 7 in 2006. 
But Joel's son, Andrew, decided 
to bring him back in June 2007. 
In two years since, he won 
four races in low-level claim¬ 
ers for Khgman and trainer 
John Tammaro. He won a race 
on opening weekend by almost 
eight lengths and scored for the 
final time on August 8.

Purchased for $23,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-year-olds in training 
sale, War Action rebounded 
from a 20-length drubbing at 
Delaware to win his first race 
from four starts. Making his 
second start on the mrf. War 
Action will certainly stay there. 
Bred in Kenmcky by the late 
Dan Mallory, War Action fin¬ 
ished fourth in his career debut 
on the dirt, then third over the 
Laurel mrf before withering on 
the lead against highly regard¬ 
ed 2-year-old Friesan Fire at 
Delaware. 

War Action went off the 
favorite and never gave bettors 
an anxious moment.

Owned by 
Two Legends Farm, Saar Treaty 
closed from seventh to win by 
four and a quarter lengths. 


Ridden by Sylvester Car- 
mouche, Saar Treaty put her 
big stride to use, impressively 
lengthening away from her 
rivals. Saar Treaty improved 
upon a fourth-place finish at 
Colonial Downs in her most 
recent start, on August 2. 

Veteran trainer Jimmy 
Murphy crafted a perfect exac- 
ta for Dumbarton Farm on 
September 11. The coupled 
entry of Sharps Island and 
Easy Red went off as the third 
choice and took home $28,080 
of the $36,000 on offer in a 
four-other-than allowance. Luis 
Garcia, one race after being 
taken down for interference, 
guided the winner, a rugged 
son of Deputy Minister. Easy 
Red was one and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths back, with second 
choice Kaufy Big Shot and 
favorite Eddie C. rounding out 
the board.

Stakes.

held off a late bid by Cash’s 
Girl. The daughter of Lemon 
Drop Kid was timed in 1:10.07 
under Gabriel Saez. 

Trained by Larry Jones, 
Sweet Hope won the Beautiful 
Day Stakes at Delaware in June. 
She earned $120,000 in the 
Endine, boosting her hfetime 
earnings to $242,209. 

Sweet Hope, bred in Ken¬ 
tucky by Castle ton Lyons and 
Kilboy Estate Inc., was sold at 
the 2006 Keeneland September 
yearhng sale for $75,000, then 
brought $320,000 at last year’s 
Keeneland April sale of 2-year- 
olds in training. Her dam, stakes 
winner Ehgh Heeled Hope (by 
Salt Lake), is a multiple stakes 
winner and Grade 1 -placed 
earner of $235,227.

T he $750,000 Fitz Dixon 
Cotilhon Stakes-G2 has 
been won by many top fil¬ 
lies since its first running in 
1969. Shuvee, Alma North, 
Susan’s Girl, My Juliet, Revidere, 
Jostie and Ashado, to name but 
a few, have triumphed in the 
mde and a sixteenth test for 
3-year-old fillies. In this year’s 
running, on September 20, 
Mercedes Stables LLC’s Seattle 
Smooth added her name to 
that illustrious list. 

The daughter of Quiet 
American is trained by Anthony 
Dutrow, who maintains a divi¬ 
sion at Philadelphia Park as 
well as at Delaware Park and 
in New York. Seattle Smooth 
arrived at Dutrow’s Saratoga 
barn in mid-summer, having 


been sent from trainer Juho 
Canard in California. The syn¬ 
thetic tracks in California didn’t 
suit her, according to Dutrow. 

‘‘Once I got her, she start¬ 
ed training just super,” said 
Dutrow, who is a brother 
of 2008 Kenmcky Derby/ 
Preakness winner Big Brown’s 
trainer, Richard Dutrow. “I 
thought she deserved a shot 
against the best fillies in her 
division.” 

The overwhelming favorite 
in the Cotillion was Brereton C. 


Jones’s homebred Proud Spell, 
winner of this year’s Kentucky 
Oaks and Alabama Stakes 
(both Grade 1). But the daugh¬ 
ter of Proud Citizen failed to 
overcome a troubled trip under 
jockey Gabriel Saez. Floated 
wide at the top of the lane by 
a tiring By the Light, she made 
a brave move down the stretch 
but wasn’t able to catch Seattle 
Smooth, who rode the rail 
throughout and kicked away to 
a two and a half-length victory 
in 1:42.58. 


“As the race was unfolding, 
I thought everything was going 
very well,” said Dutrow. “Larry 
Jones’s fiUy [Proud Spell] didn’t 
have the best of trips, but we 
did. It was a fun race to watch 
... at the top of the stretch, I 
was feehng like she was going 
to win.” 

The $750,000 purse was the 
biggest of Dutrow’s career. 

“I’ve won my share of grad¬ 
ed stakes,” he said. “But this 
was absolutely one of the top 
ones.” 

Seattle Smooth, bred in Ken¬ 
tucky by Dr. Oscar Benavides 
and Darley, was a $340,000 
purchase at the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July sale, and now 
has a record of four wins from 
10 starts, and $611,160. 

A rare shipper from Calder 
race track in southern Florida 
invaded Philadelphia Park on 
September 13 and waltzed 
away with the $250,000 PTH A 
President’s Cup, a mile and an 
eighth turf race for 3-year-olds 
and up contested over ground 
labeled yielding after heavy 
overnight rains. 

Soldier’s Dancer, who had 
finished second in his most 
recent start on August 18 at the 
Florida oval, lagged in eighth 
and last place through the first 
six furlongs of the President’s 
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Cup, then launched a steady 
rally commencing on the far 
turn and put away New Jersey- 
based Ballonenos trikes inside 
the eighth pole, driving to a 
two-length victory in 1:54.69 
under rider Manuel Cru 2 . New 
York shipper Interpatation was 
a nose behind in third. 

Trained by David Vivian 
for owner Herman Heinlein, 
Soldier’s Dancer collected 
$150,000. The 4-year-old gray/ 
roan gelding is a son of Lost 
Soldier—Heather’s Dancer, by 
Gate Dancer, bred by Franks 
Farm in Florida. 

Sold for $2,000 as a 2-year- 
old at the Mountain Springs 
Racing Bred Mixed sale in 
Shartiesville, Pa., in May 2007, 
Coastal Solace has performed 
well beyond her bargain-base¬ 
ment price tag, earning more 
than $166,000 and placing in a 
stakes race this year. 

Coastal Solace’s latest tri¬ 
umph occurred on September 
9, when she shook off a pesky 
Star Snuck in a $60,270 allow¬ 
ance at a mile and a sixteenth 
to win by a length and a half 
under Rafael Mojica Jr. for 
trainer Steve Klesaris. She col¬ 
lected $40,320 for her game 
effort, achieved over a muddy 
track in 1:46.50. 

Bred by Dr. Wilham J. 
Solomon at his Pin Oak Lane 
Farm in New Freedom, Pa., 
Coastal Solace is a daughter of 
Coastal Storm—Manijeh, by 
Prospectors Gamble. She was

Rollers, a Stormy Atlantic colt purchased by owners Roy and Gretchen Jackson 
for $500,000 as a 2-year-old in training, won the Gallant Bob Handicap. 
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sold as part of Solomon’s dis¬ 
persal of his racing stock. 

Coastal Solace was claimed 
by Klesaris at Laurel Park 
for $25,000 in December last 
year, and currendy is owned 
by Klesaris, Pughsi Racing and 
Ruby Stables. 

Rollers is finally fulfill¬ 
ing some of the promise that 
prompted Roy and Gretchen 
Jackson of Lael Stables 
to pay $500,000 for him at 
the 2007 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s February 
2-year-olds in training sale. 
On September 27, the son 


of Stormy Adantic—Ehse’, 
by Distinctive Pro, captured 
the $250,000 Gallant Bob 
Handicap, his first added-mon- 
ey victory. 

Rollers made his debut for 
the Jacksons in September 
2007 at Saratoga, winning a 
New York-bred restricted 
maiden special weight by six 
and a quarter lengths. By the 
end of his 2-year-old season, 
he had placed in the $75,000 
Grand Slam Stakes at Belmont, 
then wasn’t seen again until 
July, when he finished second 
in a restricted allowance back 
at Saratoga. Two Saratoga wins 
had him primed for the Gallant 
Bob, a six-furlong sprint for 
3-year-olds. 

Under jockey Mike Lu 22 i, 
Rollers held off favored Desert 
Key and Lantana Mob in a 
fren 2 ied finish, winning by 
three-quarters of a length in 
1:09.48 over a muddy surface. 

Rollers has now won four 
of seven starts for the Jacksons, 
and earned $291,450. 

Also on September 27, 
Robert E. Mas ter son’s home¬ 
bred Sheets, who had failed 
to win in two previous tries on 
turf, posted a two-length upset 
over favored Smart and Fancy 
s in the $200,000 Turf Ama 2 on 
J- Handicap, run at five furlongs 
I on a good course. 

I A 4-year-old daughter of 
Scatmandu—One Hot Minute, 
by Relaunch, Sheets hadn’t won 
in four starts in 2008, but took 
advantage of a troubled trip by 
Smart and Fancy to earn the 
$120,000 first-place pri 2 e. 

Based at Colts Neck Training 
Center near Monmouth Park 
with trainer Alan Goldberg, 
Sheets upped her career mark 
to five wins from 18 starts, and

Owner Michael Gill went 
on a spending spree at Phila¬ 
delphia Park during September, 
haltering 48 horses from 
September 1 through 28. Gill’s 
claims ranged from the $4,000 
level up past $30,000, and the 
horses were sent to his farm in

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JOCKEY TOMMY 
TURNER SHIFTS 
HIS TACK TO 
PENN NATIONAL

F or nearly 20 years, jock¬ 
ey Tommy Turner was 
a familiar name to New 
Jersey handicappers. The native 
of Franklin, Ind., wintered 
each season at Gulfstream Park 
in Florida, and then traveled 
north to Monmouth Park and 
Meadowlands for their summer 
and fall meets. 

Turner had plenty of success 
in New Jersey, winning back-to- 
back editions of the Monmouth 
Oaks with Diamond Duo 
(1992) and Jacody (1993), and 
in 1997 he capmred the riding 
title at Meadowlands. 

But this year. Turner’s 
schedule was different. Instead

I f all goes according to plan, 
Charles Town will offer 
its first $1 million race in 
2009. 

The inaugural Charles Town 
Classic, a mile and an eighth 
event for 4-year-olds and up 
scheduled for April 18, will 
have a guaranteed base purse 
of $500,000-along with a 
tiered payout structure that 
could make it worth as much as 
$1 million for horses who have 


of leaving Florida and tiding at 
Monmouth, he headed to Penn 
National. 

‘^On the last day of the 
Gulfstream meet, I ran into 
[trainer] Norman Pointer,” 
said Turner, 42. ‘‘He said he 
was going to Penn National, 
because the purses were going 
way up due to slot machines, 
and said I could ride for him 
if I wanted to go. It really was 
a no-brainer for me. I thought 
Fd give it a chance, and if the 
pots keep going up, why not try 
something new? 

“So far, IVe won my share 
of races, and nighttime racing 
isn’t a problem for me, because 
I rode at the Meadowlands all 
those years,” Turner added. 

Through September 20 at 
Penn National, Turner won 32 
of 132 starts, with 20 seconds 
and 17 thirds, for purse earn¬ 
ings of $465,575. 

In 2004, Turner passed on 
riding the season at Gulfstream 
and instead purchased and 
operated a restaurant/bar in 


South Beach, Fla., with a part¬ 
ner. 

“I’ve never worked harder 
in my Mfe,” said Turner. “For 
24 hours a day, it was nothing 
but work, work, work. Either 
my parmer or myself had to 
be there aU the time, and late at 
night you’d get a lot of riff-raff, 
a lot of characters, coming in. I 
thought of the bar as an invest¬ 
ment, as something to do when 
I stopped riding, but finally my 
parmer and I had enough and 
we sold it.” 

Turner said that he has 
invested in three Cold Stone 
Creamery ice cream stores in 
the Indianapohs area, with an 
eye toward operating them 
when he hangs up his saddle. 

With Penn National shutting 
down live racing on September 
20 for a track resurfacing 
project. Turner said he won’t 
be back until next May. 

“Fve always ridden in 
Florida during the winter, and 
they teU me it gets really cold at 
Penn National,” he said. “That 
cold weather riding isn’t for 


me. But I intend to come back 
. . . the money will be really 
good here in 2009.” 

Quaker Cat Stable’s West 
Lido, a 3-year-old son of Lido 
Palace (Chi), captured the last 
race on September 20, which 
Penn National Gaming, Inc. 
designated as the final day 
before a complete track resur¬ 
facing project was to begin. 
Based on concerns voiced by 
horsemen as to the safety of 
the surface, PNG decided to 
fast-track the project, which 
wasn’t budgeted until 2009. 

West Lido was ridden by 
Emilio Flores and trained by 
David Geist, and was bred in 
Florida by Don R. Graham. 

When live racing was sus¬ 
pended, the leading trainer was 
Stephanie Beattie, who held 
a one-win lead, 72-71, over 
fellow female Murray Rojas. 
Far back in third with 43 wins 
was Todd Beattie. The leading 
jockey was David Cora, who 
held a 101-87 advantage over 
William Otero, with Katie Lee 
third with 85 victories. ^ 


won a Grade 1 stakes within 
the past two years. Grade 2 and 
Grade 3 winners would also 
compete for additional purse 
money. 

“We’re still tinkering with 
the language,” said Charles 
Town’s racing administrator 
Erich Zimny. “Our goal is sim¬ 
ple: We want to attract some 
of the best horses in train¬ 
ing by offering them incentives 
commensurate with their prior 
achievements.” 

Because Charles Town has 
a three-quarter-mile track, the 
Charles Town Classic will be 
a three-turn race. No other $1 
million race in the country is 
contested around three turns. 

Trainer Raimondo Schi- 
ano-Dicola made history of a 
different sort on September 5 
when he dropped the claim shp 
for $32,000 for the 5-year-old 


Luftikus mare Shesagrump- 
too. It was the biggest claim in 
the history of Charles Town. 

Shesagrumptoo, who won 
the night of the claim, made 
her entire career up to that 
point for owner Mark Russell 
and trainer James W. Casey, 
winning or placing in seven 
stakes and earning $213,467. 
Third in last year’s edition of 
the $350,000 Cavada West 
Virginia Breeders Classic, the 
mare was expected to return 
on October 18 for the 2008 
edition of the Cavada, which is 
Charles Town’s richest distaff 
event. 

Less than a week after the 
claim, Schiano-Dicola and his 
partners in the Schiano Racing 
Stable were in the winner’s cir¬ 
cle with Just Zippy, a 4-year- 
old Tejano Run gelding who 
posted a length victory in a 


six and a half-furlong allow¬ 
ance race on September 11, 
returning $13.80 for a two- 
doUar wager. 

Schiano Racing Stable con¬ 
sists of Schiano-Dicola, his 
brother Michael Schiano, and 
their friends Michael FasceUi 
and Tony Scotto. 

Claimed by Schiano Racing 
Stable for $10,000 in June 
2007, Just Zippy has finished 
in the money in 16 of his 19 
starts since then, while racing 
exclusively at Charles Town. 
In 11 starts this year, he has 
earned $49,770. 

Schiano-Dicola says that 
Just Zippy is unusual in that he 
does not hke attention. 

“He is a small horse, and 
he Hkes you to just let him 
be,” explained the trainer. 
“Occasionally he is a htde 
mean in his stall, but once he is 
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out of the stall and headed for 
the track he is aU business. 

‘When we first claimed him 
I was a little worried because 
he had finished so poorly in the 
race that we claimed him out of, 
but my brother Michael, who 
usually selects aU of the horses 
that we claim, convinced us all 
that he would work out fine. 
And he sure has.” 

Schiano-Dicola has been 
training horses for about 20 
years. Now 48, he started out as 
an owner at Charles Town in 
the early 1980s and got his 
trainer’s license several years 
later. He had his first win as a 
trainer in 1986. In those days 
he trained out of the Shenan¬ 
doah Downs training facihty. 
For some 20 years, he also 
owned a restaurant—Rocky’s — 
in Hagerstown, Md. 

“I decided that it was time 
for a change, and I have never 
looked back,” he said of his 
switch to a full-time training 
career. “I love every minute of 
it. I have a lot of nice horses 


in my barn, and I enjoy work¬ 
ing with aU of them. I have 15 
now, and I never keep more 
than 20, because I like to keep 
my eye on all of them. I hke to 
be the first one at the barn in 
the morning and the last one to 
leave at night.” 

Schiano-Dicola considers 
the best horse in his barn to be 
Tony Scotto’s Captain Ernie, 
an ex-$l 0,000 claimer who has 
finished on the board in several 
PA-bred stakes. 

West Virginia-bred Mill 
Stone continues to pulver¬ 
ize the competition at Charles 
Town, but his perfect 2-for-2 
record only teUs half of the 
story. The rest of the story 
relates to the remarkable times 
that he has run in both of his 
races. The 3-year-old chesmut 
colt ran four and a half fur¬ 
longs in :51.35 while defeating 
a strong open field of maiden 
special weight contenders on 
September 7, then skipped a 
condition and came back on 
September 28 to run away from 


a competitive allowance field 
of state-bred non-winners of 
three, going six and a half fur¬ 
longs in 1:18.59 over a sloppy 
track. Jockey Anthony Mawing 
has piloted Mill Stone to both 
victories, winning the maiden 
event by two lengths and the 
allowance contest by almost six 
lengths. 

Patrick Magill trains Mill 
Stone for his cousin Ronnie 
Magill. Ronnie Magill, a black¬ 
smith at Bowie and Laurel Park, 
bred the son of Kokand out of 
Baramewe (by Cahill Road) on 
his farm in Welcome, Md. 

Patrick Magill was born 
into a racing family. His father, 
Bernie, was a trainer, as was 
his uncle Micky (Ronnie’s dad). 
He says that there are present¬ 
ly three blacksmiths and two 
other trainers in his family. 

Now 42, Magill served as 
an assistant to his father as a 
youngster, and has been train¬ 
ing horses since his early 20s. 
He presently has three horses 
in training, and works as an 


equine dental technician for 
Chesapeake Equine. He pre¬ 
viously worked as a cabinet¬ 
maker. 

In maiden racing action, Ray 
Pennington Ill’s 2-year-old filly 
Fluvanna broke her maiden 
by seven lengths on September 
14. A bay daughter of Ghostly 
Minister, Fluvanna is trained 
by OUie Figgins III. She com¬ 
pleted the four and one-half- 
furlong West Virginia-bred 
maiden special weight event 
in a quick :52.41, under jockey 
Gerald Almodovar. 

Continuing to make his 
mark in the allowance ranks, 
Toby Roth’s 9-year-old gelding 
Crafty Schemer made every 
pole a winning one on Septem¬ 
ber 6, defeating a small but 
competitive field by five lengths 
in a blazing :51.25 for four and 
a half furlongs over a muddy 
track. Petra Kappel trains the 
son of Crafty Prospector who 
was ridden to victory by Travis 
Dunkelberger. ^ 


PRESQUE 
ISLE DOWNS 
CONCLUDES 
FIRST FULL 
SEASON OF 
RACING 

CINDY DEUBLER 


P resque Isle Downs’s first 
full season drew to a close 
on September 28. 

The Erie, Pa., track ran 101 
days in 2008, beginning on May 
9—a test of endurance follow¬ 
ing the inaugural 25-day meet 
in the fall of 2007. While total 
purse distribution was $22.29 
milhon (a daily average of 
more than $220,000), wagering 


figures on-track and off-track 
combined to total $31,425,213 
($3,951,973 on-track and 
$27,473,240 off-track). 

Fields averaged 7.11 starters 
in 800 races. 

“Obviously we were dis¬ 
appointed with the on-track 
handle,” said Richard Abbott, 
who served as chairman of 
the Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission through¬ 
out the Presque Isle meet. “I’m 
not sure if anyone can truly 
explain it.” 

Abbott added that two new 
barns will be built at Presque 
Isle in advance of next year’s 
meet. With expanded facilities, 
the track’s resident horse popu¬ 
lation is expected to increase, 
leading to larger fields and ulti¬ 
mately boosting business. 

Merrill R. Scherer had 
been in a hotly contested battle 
for leading trainer from the 
outset, but drew off in the 


final weeks to win decisive¬ 
ly, taking 36 races from 114 
starts, for a staggering win ratio 
of nearly 32 percent. Gerald 
Bennett came next, with 27 
wins (from 141 starts). It was 
close for third, with five other 
trainers having at least 20 victo¬ 
ries: Joseph Martin (24), Steve 
Asmussen (23), Glenn Wismer 
(22), 2007 meet leader Tom 
Am OSS (20) and Paula Bacon 
( 20 ). 

The race for top jockey 
came down to the wire, with 
Dale V. Beckner surpassing 
Rex A. Stokes on the final day 
to take the tide —99 wins to 
Stokes’s 97. 

Stokes had been atop the 
leader board for most of the 
meet, but Beckner surged in 
September, getting nine wins 
over a two-day span to propel 
him up the hst. Beckner set a 
new track standard when win¬ 
ning six of eight races on Sep¬ 


tember 6, only two aboard 
favorites, then came back the 
next night to take three more. 
Each was for a different trainer. 

Stokes and Beckner were 
tied on the final day of the 
meet, with Stokes riding in 
seven of the eight races, and 
Beckner in five. The best Stokes 
could manage on the night 
were two second-place finishes. 
Beckner took the third race, a 
maiden for $7,500 claimers, 
with 2.70-1 third-choice Chasa 
Mi. He then capped off the 
evening, and the meet, with 
first-time starter Private 
Exchange in the finale, leading 
throughout the six furlongs 
before drawing off to a three 
and three-quarter-length score 
aboard the 1.70-1 favorite. 

Beckner, who scored the 
most lucrative race of his career 
with Summer Doldrums in the 
$175,000 Presque Isle Mile in 
July, picked up a live mount for 
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Presque Isle’s richest stakes, the 
$400,000 Presque Isle Downs 
Masters, when trainer William 
Phipps named him to Halsey 
Minor’s speedy Dream Rush. 
The Grade 1 -winning filly went 
off as second choice for the 
six-furlong dash on September 
13, but among the eight she 
faced were the one-two finish¬ 
ers of the 2007 edition. 

Favoritism fell to defend¬ 
ing champion Miss Macy Sue, 
while Wild Gams, sent off as 
the 3.20-1 third choice, looked 
to mrn the tables on her rival. 

Owned and bred by Everett 
(Eb) Novak’s New Farm of 
Colts Neck, N.J., and trained 
by Ben Perkins Jr., Wild Gams 
became racing’s newest mil¬ 
lionaire by wearing down Miss 
Macy Sue late for a half-length 
score and the $240,000 winner’s 
share of the purse. The final 
time was a new track record, 
1:07.95, bettering Miss Macy 
Sue’s mark of 1:08.21 set in the 
2007 Masters. 

A 5-year-old daughter of 
Forest Wildcat, New Farm’s 
stallion who had died just 10 
days earher. Wild Gams settled 
off the bhstering early pace of 
Dream Rush, who went :21.40 
and :43.54 before leading the 
field into the stretch after five 
furlongs in :55.52. 

It became a battle through 
the stretch as first Miss Macy 
Sue tackled Dream Rush, then 
Wild Gams. 

“I followed instructions,” 
said Miguel Mena, who was 
aboard the winner. ‘‘My boss 
[Perkins] told me not to move 
early. Wild Gams has one big 
kick. We thought the fractions 
would be fast, but they were 
faster than we expected. The 
race set up the way we hoped 
it would.” 

Dream Rush finished third, 
four lengths behind Miss Macy 
Sue. 

Am a 2 ingly. Wild Gams’s 
track record didn’t last. On 
the final night of the meet, 
the 5-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred gelding Night Stand 
lowered the mark to 1:07.88,

shaving seven-tenths of a sec¬ 
ond off of Wild Gams’s time. 
Trained by Jose A. Gallegos, 
Night Stand took the seventh 
race on the card under jockey 
Willie Martinez. Finishing sec¬ 
ond in the allowance, beaten 
three-quarters of a length, was 
favorite Whistle Pig, a multiple 
stakes winner at Presque Isle in 
2008 who was giving the win¬ 
ner six pounds. 

Three stakes were run on 
the holiday card on September 
1. The only open stakes, the 
$100,000 Tom Ridge Labor 
Day Stakes for 3-year-olds, 
went to Bear Stables Ltd.’s 
Fatal Bullet. 

The 1-5 favorite entered 
the race with five wins from 
six starts over a synthetic sur¬ 
face, aU at his home track of 
Woodbine, including his most 
recent score, the Bold Venture 
Stakes. Sent out by Reade 
Baker, Fatal Bullet was quickly 
away from the gate, dueled 
with 7-1 second choice M J’s 
Enchanteur, a winner of two 
stakes in his two most recent 
starts, and drew away to win 
by a length and three-quarters. 
The bay Florida-bred gelding 
by Red Bullet recorded the 
meet’s only triple-digit Beyer 
speed figure, earning a 100 as 
he went six furlongs in 1:08.60. 

Less than a month later. 
Fatal Bullet destroyed the field 
in the six-furlong Kentucky 
Cup Sprint Stakes-G3 over 
Turfway Park’s synthetic sur¬ 
face, setting a new track record 
of 1:08.03. 

The two $75,000 Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred stakes on the Labor 
Day card were for juveniles — the 
Send More Money for colts and 
geldings and Channel Three 
for fiUies, both at five and a 
half furlongs. 

Juke Joint mrned in the 
faster, and more dominant, 
effort as he led at every call 
and cruised to a seven and 
three-quarter-length victory as 
the heavy favorite in the Send 
More Money. 

A son of Jazz Club, rac¬ 
ing in the name of R Legacy 
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Racing and Lonnie Stokes, Juke 
Joint entered the race off an 
equally impressive debut six 
weeks earlier over the same 
track when winning by nearly 
10 lengths. Trained by Stokes 
and guided by Beckner, Juke 
Joint finished in 1:04,14, with 
Bhtzensdiscogetem finishing 
second. 

Trainer Merrill Scherer sent 
out Lewis Lakin’s First Class 
Fever to take the filly stakes 
in a hard-fought decision, as 
the daughter of Stormin Fever 
defeated favorite Sky Haven 
by a nose. The second choice 
among the six starters. First 
Class Fever also had a win over 
the track after breaking her 
maiden in her previous start 
six weeks earlier. The final time 
was 1:05.18. 

Sky Haven rebounded well 
off that loss, as she returned 
on September 27 to defeat 
open company in the $100,000 
Presque Isle Debutante Stakes, 
which attracted a field of 11. 

Trained by Steve Asmussen 
for Ehte Racing Company, 
which purchased the daugh¬ 
ter of Sky Mesa for $150,000 
at the Keeneland April 2-year- 
olds in training sale. Sky Haven 
tracked the leaders in the six- 
furlong Debutante before put¬ 
ting in her rally around the 
far turn. With Stewart Elliott 
aboard. Sky Haven pulled away 
to win by two and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths. 

It was the second win in 
four starts for the juvenile 
filly, whose first stakes attempt 
resulted in a second-place 
finish in Monmouth Park’s 
Colleen Stakes in August. She 
boosted her career earnings to 
$117,350. 

Elliott only rode in three 
races at the track during the 
meet, but recorded his second 
stakes win one race later as 
he piloted King Puma to vic¬ 
tory in the $100,000 Fit 2 Dixon 
Jr. Memorial Juvenile Stakes. 
Owned by George and Lori 
HaU and trained by Kelly Breen, 
the Monmouth Park-based colt 
was making his second start 


and stakes debut in the Dixon 
Memorial. 

The odds-on choice in 
the field of 10 after break¬ 
ing his maiden impressively at 
Monmouth on September 1, 
King Puma steadily advanced 
in the six and a half-furlong 
stakes to get the lead in the 
stretch and maintain his half- 
length advantage to the wire. 

A half-brother to Grade 
1-winning juvenile filly Irish 
Smoke, King Puma had been 
through the auction ring 
three times, the final time 
at the Ocala Breeders’ Sales 


Company’s February 2-year- 
olds in training sale, where he 
sold for $375,000. In his first 
two starts, the Kentucky-bred 
son of Forest Wildcat earned 
$82,200. 

Former jockey Paula Bacon 
got her first stakes win as a 
trainer when sending out Lori 
Rice’s Afleet Angel to victory 
in the $100,000 HBPA Stakes 
on September 27. 

Eleven runners turned out 
for the one mile and 70-yard 
stakes for older fillies and 
mares. And none was older 
than Afleet Angel, who at age 


8 had at least three years on 
her rivals. 

The third choice at 5.40-1, 
Afleet Angel had a sohd 
Presque Isle campaign, having 
finished no worse than third, 
and twice won, in her four 2008 
starts at the track. Ridden for 
the first time by Wilfredo 
Lozano Jr., the mare raced in 
mid-pack before being sent to 
the front on the far mrn. The 
daughter of Northern Afleet 
was in an aU-out drive to hold 
off the late-charging Trainee, 
who closed to within a neck at 
the wire. The final time of 
1:40.29 was within a shade of 
track record. 

‘‘For seven years as a jock¬ 
ey, I rode for Don Rice,” said 
Bacon. “He passed away earher 
this year, and Afleet Angel is 
owned by Don’s son, Brett, 
and Brett’s wife, Lori. I’m so 
glad I was able to do this for 
these people. I can’t describe 
the thriU.” 

It was the first stakes win 
in 39 starts for Afleet Angel, 
who was bred by Brett Rice in 
Florida. 

One of the surprises of the 
meet was turned in by Michael 
_ Jester’s 3-year-old homebred 
I colt Terriffico, who scored a 
I $66.60 upset in winning the 
I Dusty Screen Stakes by a nose 
I on September 19. 

Eight lined up for the one- 
mde Pennsylvania-bred stakes, 
with Notgivinmyloveaway, a 
winner in his previous start at 
Presque Isle, sent off as the 
overwhelming choice. Among 
the other starters were 2008 
stakes winners Bahan and 
Dynamic Dan. 

Terriffico was unhurried 
in the opening half mile, bid¬ 
ing his time in sixth. When 
urged by Willie Martinez down 
the backstretch, the chesmut 
started making up ground and 
continued to gain on Bahan, 
who was carrying nine pounds 
more. Terriffico, trained by 
Henry Miller, got up in the 
final stride to record the first 
stakes victory in his 11-start

career. Notgivinmyloveaway 
finished last. 

The veteran Maryland-bred 
gelding Andiamo turned in 
a stellar performance in the 
$100,000 Lake Erie Stakes on 
September 20, recording a new 
track record of 1:40.05 for the 
mile and 70 yards in a tight fin¬ 
ish. Andiamo scored by a neck 
over Hyracotherium, who was 
a head in front of Frisco Star in 
the evenly matched field. 

A 7-year-old gray son of 
Rubiano owned by Whitney 
Racing Stable Inc. and trained 
by William Downing, Andiamo 
captured his first stakes in the 
29th start of his career. The 
$60,000 winner's share of the 
purse pushed his 2008 earnings 
to $110,320, nearly half of his 
career total $242,689. In three 
starts at Presque Isle, he won 
twice and was third once, that 
coming in the Leeward Stakes 
in his previous start. 

Track records were routine¬ 
ly broken during the meet, and 
the mile and a sixteenth record 
was shattered on September 
13 with Cryptolight's effort 
in a race for $50,000 claimers. 
The 4-year-old son of Fantastic 
Light stopped the clock in 
1:43.08; the previous standard 
of 1:43.76 was set by Nolan's 
Cat on July 4. 

The race for the tide of 
winningest runner at Presque 
Isle in 2008 resulted in a six¬ 
way tie, but the top earn¬ 
er among the six, who each 
accounted for four races, was 
the Pennsylvania-bred 4-year- 
old fUly Mac N Mayo, who 
notched her final victory in the 
September 26 feature. 

The eight who started in the 
six-furlong allowance, worth 
$50,000 (plus an additional 
$20,000 for Pennsylvania-bred 
runners), were an accomplished 
group. In addition to Mac N 
Mayo, who won Presque's Isle 
Malvern Rose Stakes in June, 
the starters included 2008 stakes 
horses Adhrhythm, winner of 
the Golden Sylvia Handicap 
at Mountaineer; Extra Sexy 
Psychic, victress of Presque

Isle's Co 2 y Lace Stakes; and 
Sweet Ambition, Adore You 
and A Little Wild, aU of whom 
placed in one or more stakes. 
The field had aggregate career 
earnings of more than $2 mil¬ 
lion. 

It was round two in the bat¬ 
tle between Mac N Mayo and 
the 3-year-old fiUy Extra Sexy 
Psychic, who handed her older 
rival a one and three-quarter- 
length defeat in their previous 
start, an allowance on August 
20. But the tables mrned as Mac 
N Mayo charged up the rail for 
a one-length score. Extra Sexy 
Psychic was a game second, a 
neck in front of A Little Wild, 
who was a head to the better of 
Artemis Priss. 

Owned by her breeder, 
Stuart Grant's The Elks tone 
Group LLC, Mac N Mayo 
started six times at Presque Isle 
this year, and finished second 
in the two races she didn't win. 
Her earnings rose to $185,700 
for the meet, providing a sig¬ 
nificant portion of her career 
total $241,800. 

J. Michael (Mike) Rogers, 
who trains the daughter of 
Meadow Monster, also had a 
sensational meet. He led all 
trainers by win percentage 
(with 10 or more starters) hav¬ 
ing won nine times from 14 
starts (64.3 percent), plus two 
seconds and a third. 

Based at Penn National, 
Rogers has a stable of 35 horses. 
This season was the first that 
Rogers had sent runners to the 
Erie track, and he counted 
among his other starters two- 
time juvenile winner Looky 
Here, a Pennsylvania-bred filly 
owned by Daniel J. Feiss. “We 
tried to select horses with turf 
pedigrees," noted Rogers. 

Mac N Mayo made the five- 
hour trip from Penn National 
to Presque Isle for each of her 
starts, and returned home the 
next day. The first time Rogers 
visited the Erie track was for 
Mac N Mayo's final race. He 
was impressed. “The grand¬ 
stand, the barns. . . It's a nice 
track," said Rogers. ^

Broome 

finds 

success 

the hard 

way

E ddie Broome is an anomaly 
among New Jersey train¬ 
ers. He owns most of the 
horses in his barn either indi¬ 
vidually or in partnership with 
one owner, Richard Malouf, 
who is his only client. 

With that mode of opera¬ 
tion, ids either feast or famine. 
For the last decade and a half, 
however, Broome hasn't gone 
hungry. 

“It's risky," acknowledged 
Broome, who acquires most of 
his runners through the claim 
box. “If you don't make the 
money, you'll go under. But 
sometimes you have to hve 
dangerously." 

Broome, 57, currendy trains 
33 horses. He owns 23 himself 
and two in parmership with 
Malouf, who also owns eight 
individually. Broome has been 
a mainstay in the Garden State 
since 1994, and each summer 
at Monmouth, he quiedy earns 



his way to the upper echelon of 
the trainers and owners stand¬ 
ings. 

At the Monmouth meet 
that concluded on September 
28, Broome finished second in 
the owners standings with 18 
wins, and third in the trainers 
standings with 29 wins. In his 
career, he has won three owner 


tides at Monmouth and four 
training and owner tides at the 
Meadowlands. 

In late August, he reached a 
significant milestone, winning 
his 1,000th race with a 4-year- 
old gelding named Tastefully 
Smart. 

The best part about that 
achievement, Broome said, is 


that he and Malouf co-own 
Tastefully Smart, and Joe Bravo 
rode him to the winner's circle. 
The duo of Bravo and Broome 
was a pari-mutuel dehght for 
bettors in the second half of 
last decade and first half of this 
one. By Broome's estimation, 
about 900 of his wins have 
come with horses he owned.

Throughout the years, plen¬ 
ty of owners have come caUing. 
They still do. Broome said he 
prefers the scope of his opera¬ 
tion now. 

‘‘This has been good to 
me,” he said. “IVe been able to 
build a safety net. I get calls all 
the time from people who want 
me to train for them. I tell them 
Tm not interested.” 

Broome was born in Berlin, 
N.J., about 20 miles from Phila¬ 
delphia. He currendy lives in 
Oceanport, in the same town as 
Monmouth, when the track is 
open. When he was 11, Broome 
said, his career path was effec¬ 
tively sealed. That’s when he 
went over to the Tansboro, 
N.J., farm of his uncle and god¬ 
father, Carl Auwarter. 

“That was it, I was hooked,” 
Broome said. 

Auwarter had a race track 
on his farm and the young 
Broome learned how to gallop 
horses and muck stalls. There 
was also manual labor unrelat¬ 
ed to horses, like husking corn 
and bailing hay. A few years 
later, Broome said, he joined 
Auwarter one summer as a 
groom and exercise rider at the 
now-defunct Green Mountain 
Park in Vermont. He said he 
was paid $50 a week, which, as 
it turns out, was a significant 
pay cut from the $125 he was 
bringing in while seUing soda, 
candy and hot dogs at a local 
golf course. 

Broome’s idea to buy his 
own horses was hatched in his 
late teens. For this reason, he 
delayed taking out his trainer’s 
license. For 10 years, he oper¬ 
ated a crane in Philadelphia 
because he decided he couldn’t 
make enough money working 
at the track. 

“It wasn’t what I wanted to 
do,” Broome said. “I worked 
seven days a week, 12 hours a 
day, until I could buy my own 
horses.” 

That opportunity came 
in 1979. His first winner was 
Handsome Choker-a horse he 
claimed-at Atlantic City. He 
took out his trainer’s hcense in 
1984. Many times he left his 


construction job during a lunch 
break and drove to Philadelphia 
Park to saddle a horse. 

His plan had unfolded as he 
designed it. “I was my own cli¬ 
ent,” Broome said proudly. 

Until Broome switched his 
tack to Monmouth in 1994, 
his circuit consisted of Atlantic 
City, Garden State and Phila¬ 
delphia Park. His stable was 
always small. Ten years ago, he 
met Richard Malouf, who at 
that point had been an owner 
in New Jersey for more than 10 
years. Malouf asked Broome 
about training for him, but 
Broome told Malouf he wasn’t 
taking on new owners. Malouf 
persisted, and ultimately sent 
Broome two horses. One 
of those. Special Occasion, 
became a course record-holder 
in mrf sprints at Monmouth 
and the Meadowlands. 

Malouf owns a number 
of auto dealerships in central 
New Jersey. It was his connec¬ 
tions that paved the way for 
Buick to sponsor the Haskell 
Invitational, Monmouth’s pre¬ 
mier event, from 1996 to 1998. 

“He’s a very dedicated 
horseman,” Malouf said of his 
trainer. “He eats, sleeps and 
breathes horse racing and win¬ 
ning races.” 

Much of Broome’s suc¬ 
cess has come the hard way. 
Although he said that it has 
become more difficult to find 
good claiming prospects, his 
track record is exceptional with 
turning claimers into allowance 
and stakes horses. He said he 
looks for back class in a poten¬ 
tial claim and is committed to 
patience with a new addition. 

He spends winters in 
Florida, where he typically wins 
a handful of races from a small 
number of starts. Broome 
seems to look at Gulfstream 
Park as a great place for scout¬ 
ing horses who perform well at 
Monmouth. 

“His number one focus 
is taking care of the animal,” 
Malouf said. “He doesn’t abuse 
them or run them into the 
ground. He has patience.” 


A recent example is Don’t 
Stop Dreamin, a 4-year-old filly 
who finished third in a mrf 
stakes at Monmouth this sum¬ 
mer. Since he claimed her at 
Calder in December 2006 for 
$25,000, she has won seven 
races and about $185,000. 

In 1996, Broome claimed 
the 5-year-old Broad Brush 
mare Gail’s Brush for $40,000 
at Gulfstream Park and she 
went on to win four straight 
stakes, including the Eatontown 
Handicap-G3, before she 
retired later that year. In 2005, 
Broome won the Lamplighter 
and Spend a Buck Stakes with 
another reformed claimer, the 
Pulpit gelding Network. Other 
notables include multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Mi Narrow; 
the durable Key to Manhattan, 
a stakes winner at the age of 7; 
and juvenile stakes winner 
Punch the Odds. 

Not only does Broome 
claim horses and buy at select 


auctions now, but he keeps four 
broodmares at Hill Haven Farm 
in Millstone Township, N.J. 

For the last several years 
he has annually bred a handful 
of horses, mostly New Jersey- 
breds. And he’s had notewor¬ 
thy success in that arena, also. 

On three consecutive days at 
Monmouth last summer, three 
Broome-bred offspring of 
the broodmare Zul (by North 
Prospect) found the winner’s 
circle-Zulmin, a 5-year-old 
mare by Stormin Fever; and 
4-year-old and 3-year-old full 
brothers by Sultry Song, Sonzul 
and Lucky James. It was an 
unprecedented sight, according 
to an informal poll of Mon¬ 
mouth’s horsemen. 

“That was pretty special,” 
said Broome, who bred the trio 
at his cousin Ed Auwarter’s 
Little Timber Ranch in Tans¬ 
boro, N.J. Ever modest, he con¬ 
cluded, “This meet has been 
good to me.” ^

EMANCIPATOR’S 
FIRST STAKES WINNER 
RUNS FREE IN WV 


T he 2-year-old filly Leva 
Mae, bred and owned 
by John R Jones Jr/s Up 
In Front Stables, cruised to a 
two-length victory in Charles 
Town’s Golden Gull Chris 
Brown Memorial Stakes on 
September 27, becoming the 
first stakes winner for her sire, 
the West Virginia-based Eman¬ 
cipator. 

Jones brought Emancipator, 
an unraced son of Forty Niner, 
to West Virginia for the 2002 
breeding season. 

‘d was looking for a son of 
Forty Niner and wanted a pedi¬ 
gree with speed. This horse is 


built like a Quarter Horse,” said 
Jones at the time of the stal¬ 
lion’s arrival. 

Leva Mae is from Emanci¬ 
pator’s fourth West Virginia- 
sired crop. Emancipator, a sol¬ 
idly built chestnut who launched 
his career in Illinois, has 75 
foals of racing age from six 
crops, with 49 starters and 31 
winners. He has a high percent¬ 
age of juvenile winners per 
starters (40 percent), with two 
winners from three starters in 
2008. 

Leva Mae, out of the win¬ 
ning Strawberry Road (Aus) 
mare Vada Belle (also bred by 


Jones), and a half-sister to 
stakes-placed Count On Justin 
and Dancin Dottie, was seeking 
her first win in her third start. 
Breaking from the rail, the 
chesmut fiUy trained by Susan 
Cooney fought for the lead, set 
the pace while under heavy 
pressure through fractions of 
:22.37 and :47.23, and drew off 
over nine rivals to finish in 
:54.05 for four and a half fur¬ 
longs over a sloppy track. 

Emancipator is also the sire 
of five stakes-placed runners, 
topped by Zidaly, an earner of 
$212,327. His current 3-year- 
old daughter Burnwell Princess 
was a stakes-placed juvenile 
when second on last year’s West 
Virginia Breeders Classics 
card. 

Emancipator was produced 
by the superb race mare Contre- 
dance, a Grade 1 winner at 2 
who won or placed in nine 
stakes during her career to earn 
$492,700. Contredance (by 
Dan 2 ig) is the dam of 2008

C etewayo, an eight-time 
stakes winner who earned 
$1,170,257 over nine 
seasons of competition, got 
his first winner from his first 
crop on September 13 at Penn 
National. 

J D’s Firecracker, a 2-year- 
old gelding making his second 
start, scored as the favorite in 
the field of eight in the six- 
furlong maiden special weight. 
Showing speed from the outset 
over the sloppy track, J D’s 
Firecracker battled pacesetter 
Academia the entire trip, dig¬ 
ging in late to win by a neck. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Nancy Harris and John AHen, 
J D’s Firecracker is out of

cracker is CO -owned by Jay 
Young and his trainer, David 
Geist.

Fourteen-year-old Cetewayo 
is represented by a do 2 en foals 
in his first crop. The son of 
leading sire His Majesty, owned 
by Dr. John Chandler, was 
retired to smd at Gods tone 
Farm in Pennsylvania follow¬ 
ing a stellar career during which 
he ranked among the top turf 
horses in competition. 


Trained primarily by Michael 
Dickinson, Cetewayo made a 
total of 37 starts during his 
career, winning 11 times and 
finishing second or third in 
nine others. 

Counted among his stakes 
victories were Saratoga’s Sword 
Dancer Invitational Handi- 
cap-Gl during his 4-year-old 
season and the Gulfstream Park 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-Gl 
four years later.

That was his second start, 
and fulfilled the promise evi¬ 
denced in his debut, a front¬ 
running llV^-length rout in 
maiden special weight compa¬ 
ny at Saratoga on August 10. 
Kiaran McLaughHn trains the 
undefeated colt, who is owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Wilham K. 
Warren. 

Charitable Man was being 
primed for the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Stakes-G1 when he 
sustained a saucer fracmre in 
his left shin. The injury was 
discovered on October 1, a day 
after he bree 2 ed a half mile 
in :48.23 over Belmont Park’s 
training track. 


Charitable Man is the latest 
of many stars bred by Edward 
P. (Ned) Evans at his Spring 
HiU Farm in Casanova, Va. 

Sold by Evans for $200,000 
at the Keeneland September 
Yearhng sale, where agent Mike 
Ryan signed the ticket. Chari¬ 
table Man furthers a remark¬ 
able association between Evans 
and the Warrens, who cam¬ 
paigned the Evans-bred Saint 
Liam to victory in the 2005 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl and 
subsequent Horse of the Year 
honors. Saint Liam (by Saint 
BaUado) was born in Kentucky 
before Evans began routinely 
keeping his band of 80 brood¬ 
mares at home to foal. 

Evans purchased Charitable 
Man’s granddam. In the Will 
(by Seeking the Gold), for 
$290,000 at the 1994 Fasig- 
Tipton Saratoga select yearling 
sale. In the Will produced as 
her second foal and only stakes 
performer Charitabledonation 
(by Saint BaUado), who won 
the Christmas Past Stakes and 
earned $85,640 in six starts 


before beginning her brood¬ 
mare career at Spring HiU. 

Charitable Man is Chari- 
tabledonation’s second named 
foal. Evans has her 3-year-old 
Broad Brush gelding. Tax Man, 
in his racing stable; still a maid¬ 
en after three starts, he was 
recendy sidehned by a knee 
chip. 

Charitable Man’s half-broth¬ 
er by Stormy Adantic was slated 
for the Keeneland September 
Yearhng sale, but withdrawn. 
‘‘He’s kind of late-maturing,” 
said Spring HiU Farm manager 
Chris Baker. “Mr. Evans now 
intends to keep him and race 
him. He’U go to Aiken for early 
training this faU.” 

Baker said Evans is also hke- 
ly to race Charitabledonation’s 
weanUng fUly by Lemon Drop 


Kid. The 9-year-old Charitable- 
donation conceived to Broken 
Vow on one cover this past 
AprU, and is due to foal in late 
March at Spring HiU. 

Charitable Man also boasts 
Mid-Adantic ties through his 
sire. Lemon Drop Kid was the 
best horse ever to race for Jeanne 
Vance and Laddie Dance, who 
maintained Taylor’s Purchase 
Farm in Maryland until their 
deaths several years ago. 

Now among the nation’s 
leading sires. Lemon Drop Kid 
first asserted his class with a 
victory in 1998 Futurity Stakes 
(then a Grade 1 race). He went 
on to four more Grade 1 vic¬ 
tories, including the Belmont 
Stakes, and was voted cham¬ 
pion older male in 2000; his 
earnings totaled $3,245,370.

B A championship was assured 
when Devil’s Bag completed 
his juvenile season undefeated, 
with dominant victories in two 
of the most important races in 
his division-the Champagne 
Stakes and Laurel Futurity, both 
Grade 1 events. 

^‘Devil’s Bag is so far supe¬ 
rior to his contemporaries that 
there are only two yardsticks by 
which to measure his accom- 
phshment-himself and the 
records of superhorses hke 
Secretariat and Seattle Slew,” 
wrote the Maryland Horse. 


Alice duPont Mills, who 
owned the sensational 2-year- 
old along with her husband, 
James P. Mills, first spotted the 
son of Flalo as a yearling at his 
birthplace at Windfields Farm 
in Chesapeake City, Md. Taken 
by the bay colt (out of Ballade, 
thus a full brother to champion 
Glorious Song), the owners of 
Hickory Tree Farm in Virginia 
purchased him for $325,000 at 
Keeneland one month later. 

The price was well below 
the half-million Windfields had 
expected, but the farm had a 
policy of not placing reserves 
on their Keeneland yearhngs. 
Said Joe Hickey of Windfields, 
‘We have no regrets.” 

Windfields sold Devil’s Bag’s 
yearhng half-sister (by Northern 
Dancer) for a world record $2.5 
million at Keeneland in 1983. 
B On the other side of the 
Atlantic, another Maryland- 
bred 2-year-old colt from 
Windfields Farm was making 
his own headlines. 

El Gran Senor, a son of 
Northern Dancer co-owned 
by Robert Sangster and Wind- 
fields, was 4-for-4 while racing 
in England and Ireland, with 
three wins in group races.

B Smarten, one of the Mid- 
Atlantic region’s leading sires, 
was pensioned at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., at the age of 22 due 
to decreased fertility. 

The son of Cyane, a four¬ 
time Derby winner (Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Amer¬ 
ican) and earner of $716,426, 
had entered stud at Windfields 
Farm in 1980. Counted among 
his 42 stakes winners were 
Canadian champion and 
broodmare of the year Classy 
’n Smart. 

B Steeplechase trainer Paddy 
Neilson announced his retire¬ 
ment as an amateur rider at 


the age of 56 after a fall the 
previous week at Oxford in 
Kentucky. 

The winner of 95 races, 
the Pennsylvania resident rode 
in a record 21 Maryland Hunt 
Cups and won three, with 
Haffaday in 1968, Burnmac 
(’74) and Uncle Merlin (’89). 

B The 4-year-old Maryland- 
bred filly Weather Vane 
recorded her 12th career stakes 
victory when taking Timon- 
ium’s Alma North Handicap 
by a dazzling 11 lengths. 

The daughter of Willard 
Scott, owned by Par Four 
Racing Stable, bred by Bill 
Delp, and trained by Delp’s 
father, Richard Delp, had won 
eight stakes at 3, including 
the Grade 3 Safely Kept. In 
getting her 15th win from 33 
lifetime starts, her career earn¬ 
ings swelled to $637,253. 


1 William Hill Dewhurst Stakes, 
which was described as the 
“best performance in England 
by a juvenile this season.” 

B Kelso, one of racing’s aU-time 
greats, died unexpectedly at 
Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake 
City one day after the 26-year- 
old gelding had been a guest of 
honor at Belmont Park. 

Kelso’s breeder and owner, 
Mrs. Richard C. duPont, had 
been reluctant to accept the 
invitation to parade him before 
the crowd in New York, but 
agreed as it was to raise money 
for a retirement home for aged 
race horses. 

The five-time horse of the 
year, who retired in 1966 as 


racing’s richest runner with 
$1,977,896 in earnings, a record 
that stood for more than a 
decade, “made a remarkable 
appearance in view of his age, 
looking radiant and sharp in 
what was to be his final pub¬ 
lic appearance,” reported the 
Maryland Horse. 

Kelso was buried alongside 
Nearctic at Woodstock. 

B Nick Shuk, one of the 
region’s top riders, lost his bat¬ 
tle with cancer at the age of 53. 
Stated his obituary: “His style 
was classic and his judgment 
superb.”

Heavy rain forced the Gin 
Talking Stakes off the turf, 
and may have contributed to 
the short field of five starters, 
but Miss Charm City-making 
her second career start, fol¬ 


lowing a four-length maiden 
special weight victory over 
a fast dirt surface on August 
13-appeared oblivious to the 
elements. Taking command 
in mid-turn under Horacio 
Karamanos, the Carlos Garcia- 
trained filly widened her mar¬ 
gin the remainder of the trip to 
score by six and three-quarters 
lengths. 

Letmeaskuaquestion fin¬ 
ished a game second, a half- 
length to the good of 1.9-1 fa¬ 
vorite Graceful Ginger. Queen 
of Song and Bigdaddysgirl 
rounded out the order of fin¬ 
ish. Final time was 1:06.87, and 
Miss Charm City paid $7.60 as 
the bettors' third choice. 

Miss Charm City became 
the first stakes winner for 
Bowman's Band, a popular 
though sadly fated son of Dix¬ 
ieland Band who launched his 
stud career at Maryland Stal¬ 
lion Station in Glyndon, Md., 
in 2005, and moved to Lane's 
End in Kentucky for the 2007 
breeding season. Bowman's 
Band was euthanized this past 
August after suffering compli¬ 
cations from colic surgery. 

Much of Miss Charm City's 
success can be attributed to 
Garcia, and his wife, Carol 
Kaye-Garcia, who counted the 
filly's breeder, James Glenn, 
among their longtime clients. 
Glenn, a retired wholesale 
food distributor in Baltimore, 
died this past year at the age 
of 78; Miss Charm City cam¬ 


paigns in the name of his es¬ 
tate. 

Glenn purchased Miss 
Charm City's dam, Pam'ssum- 
merwind (by Rodeo), privately 
as a young horse. After failing 
to hit the board in four career 
starts, Pam'ssummerwind was 
turned over to Kaye-Garcia at 
the couple's Wellington Park 
Stud in Woodbine, Md. It was 
Kaye-Garcia who selected the 
mating with Bowman's Band. 

Miss Charm City is the first 
foal from the mare, who is a 
half-sister to 2005 champion 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old filly 
Celestial Legend (by City Zip) 
and stakes-placed Legendary 
Journey (by Not For Love). 

Pam'ssummerwind has a 
yearling filly by St Averil, co¬ 
bred in the name of Glenn and 
the Garcias' Kaygar Stable.

sons on the track. 

Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year in 2005, and a Mary- 
land-bred divisional champi¬ 
on at ages 2 and 5, Cherokee's 
Boy is now at stud at Mary¬ 
land Stallion Station in Glyn- 
don.

POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It is a Political Action Committee formed by the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary contributions 
from individuals or corporations to support issues or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of Maryland who are 
interested in the problems of our industry and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse racing, an industry that is closely regulated by state government. In 
addition, while not well understood, horse breeding is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. The economic 
well-being of racing and breeding is very much a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of our industry that 
we educate our elected officials and support those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 

HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its treasurer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent supporting issues 
as selected by a committee headed by the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any administrative expense will be 
paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a 
matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any given 
four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total political 
contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contribution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 contribution) on joint 
returns. Political contributions are not deductible business expenses.

E b Novak^s New Farm’s homebred 5-year-old 
mare Wild Gams went over the $1 million 
mark in earnings with a track record-setting 
victory in the $400,000 Presque Isle Downs Masters 
Stakes on September 13. 

Facing eight rivals in the six-furlong event for 
fillies and mares at Presque Isle Downs, Wild Gams 
raced mid-pack to the turn while going five-wide 
into the lane. She continued to gain on the leaders 
rallying from the middle of the track under jockey 
Miguel Mena and finished up strong in 1:07.95, a 
half-length in front of last year’s winner. Miss Macy 
Sue. The third-place finisher was Dream Rush, the 
multiple Grade 1 winner continuing her career after 
being sold for $3.3 million at last year’s Keeneland 
November sale. 

The $240,000 winneFs share of the purse raised 
Wild Gams’s total to $ 1,138,486. 

Trained throughout her career by Ben Perkins Jr., 
Wild Gams, the 2006 New Jersey-bred Horse of the 
Year, has to her credit 11 other stakes wins or placings. 

The Presque Isle Downs Masters was Wild Gams’s 
second win over an artificial surface, adding to 


her victory in the Thoroughbred Club of America 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland last fall. 

The daughter of Forest Wildcat (out of 
Diamonds and Legs, by Quiet American) has won 
two of four starts in 2008, including the My Juliet 
at Philadelphia Park on May 24, and was second in 
Belmont’s First Flight Handicap-G2 in her previous 
start. 

Wild Gams is now the fourth-leading New Jersey- 
bred earner of all time. Open Mind, a two-time 
Eclipse Award winner, leads the way with $ 1,844,372, 
followed by Friendly Lover ($ 1,247,670) and Zoffany 
($1,225,569).

earned his first career stakes victory when he 
led from start to finish in the $75,000 New 
Jersey Breeders’ Handicap for registered New Jersey- 
breds at Monmouth Park on September 13, 

Sent off as the fifth choice in a field of seven, 
Flirtatious Smile held off runner-up Rough Road 
Ahead by a length, with Trueamericanspirit three- 
quarters of a length back in third. Completing the 
field were Hermosillo, Bythebeautifulsea (the 7-5 
favorite). Meadow Blue and Four Shore. Final time 
was 1:44.18. 

Flirtatious Smile paid $25.80 to win. 

By Not For Love, Flirtatious Smile is the first foal, 
as well as the first stakes performer, for the Sleeter 
family’s famous mare Eleven North, a daughter of 
their late home stallion Northern Idol who won 16 
races (six stakes) and earned $459,755. 

Bred in the name of Gerald SleeteFs wife, Carolyn, 
and trained by their son Kevin, Flirtatious Smile has 
won six of his 26 starts for earnings of $257,760. 


Who’s the Cowboy wins Icecapade Stakes 

G erald Sleeter’s Who’s the Cowboy ran down 
fellow New Jersey-bred Joey P. in the shadow 
of the wire to capture the unrestricted 
$75,000 Icecapade Stakes at Monmouth Park on 
September 1. 

Madd/s Lion rallied from last to third, two 
lengths farther back. 

Who’s the Cowboy stopped the timer in 1:09.46 
for six furlongs over a fast main track. 

^^He’s just a good honest horse,” said Kevin 
Sleeter, who trains Who’s the Cowboy for his parents, 
owner/breeders Gerald and Carolyn Sleeter. "He and 
Joey P. are two great horses and they put on quite a 
show today. Our horse is like part of the family and 
it’s always great to see him run like that.” 

The win was the eighth career stakes victory 
and 13th win overall for the 6-year-old Who’s the 
Cowboy, who is the Sleeters’ all-time top earner, 
having amassed $802,367 in 37 career starts.

NJ Department of Agriculture 
offers help with tax questions 


T he New Jersey Department of Agriculture 
has prepared a publication "Horse-Keeping 
Businesses and New Jersey Sales and Use 

Tax.” 

The guide was developed in cooperation with and 
approved by the New Jersey Division of Taxation. It 
can be downloaded from the departments Web site 
under "Publications, For Farmers” at www.nj.gov/ 
agriculture/. 

Various equine-related businesses within the state 
are subject to differing sales and use tax obligations. 

A business that breeds and raises horses for sale 
or that sells horses raised by others must register as a 
seller with the Division of Taxation and must remit 


sales tax on its sale of horses, except when a specific 
statutory exemption applies. A business that boards 
horses also needs to register as a seller. Many of its 
transactions will be taxable, and it will be required to 
collect sales tax. 

The rental of storage space became subject to 
sales tax as of October 1,2006, which makes the 
rental of horse stalls subject to sales tax except when 
a specific statutory exemption applies. The Horse- 
Keeping document defines when certain exemptions 
apply.

Horsemen’s groups working and racing 
together in Virginia 


T he Virginia HBPA, representing Thoroughbred owners and trainers 
racing at Colonial Downs, and the Virginia Harness Horsemen s 
Association, representing Standardbred owners and trainers racing at 
the same course, have a long history of working together for their 
mutual benefit. Over the past several years their efforts included 
lobbying the Virginia legislature for changes in the law to promote 
growth of the state s horse racing industry. Increasing the number of 
off track betting sites and authorizing on-line account wagering were 
two notable results of that cooperation. Other efforts such as seeking 
legislative authority for slots-like gaming at Colonial Downs, called 
Instant Racing, failed—but not for lack of harmony between the two 
horsemens groups. 

TheVHBPA and theVHHA have also worked to coordinate their 
race schedules to optimize the quality and success of both flat and 
harness racing at Colonial Downs. Thoroughbreds run in the sum¬ 
mer from June into August while Standardbreds race in the fall from 
September into November. 

This fall the two organizations, with active encouragement from 
Ian Woolnough, Colonials general manager, went from working 
together to racing together. Opening weekend of the harness meet, 
Sunday, September 14, included a mixed card of Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred races. 

The first race of the day, sponsored by the Virginia HBPA with a 
$10,000 purse, was a mile and a quarter flat race over Colonials huge 
turf course. It drew a field of 14 and was restricted to Virginia-bred 
or sired Thoroughbreds. The course looked and rode even wider than 
usual because the middle rail, present during the summerThoroughbred 
meet, was removed. EUen Horners Smartest One, trained by Virginian 
Mairead Carr and ridden by James Slater, was the winner. 

Second on the card was a steeplechase race at two and a quarter 
miles over NSA National fences set up on the outer portion of the 
turf course. The third event was a mile harness race on the main track, 
minus the top cushion that is regularly removed in the fall for harness 
racing. Another steeplechase race followed, as did eight more harness 
races. 

The response of the crowd, which was larger than usual because 
the New Kent County fair was on the race track grounds that Sunday, 
was enthusiastic. Most satisfying in the VHBPAs view was the positive 
reaction of the harness horsemen, many of whom had never before 
seen Thoroughbreds race overjumps. 

A week or so later, the VHHA and Colonial Downs invited 
Thoroughbred horsemen back to the track for an evening social event 
that included an exhibition harness race before the start of the regular 
card, with Thoroughbred horsemen as drivers. 

After being outfitted with safety equipment and receiving instruc¬ 
tion from professional drivers, the Thoroughbred horsemen were let 
out on the track with some seasoned Standardbred horses. 

Ferris AUen, the leading trainer at Colonial s 2008 summer meet, 
was favored to win. But he finished a weU-beaten third behind 
horses driven by Thoroughbred trainer Karen Dennehy and Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association president Donna Dennehy.

A native of nearby Winchester, 
Va., Russeii recaiied that he became 
interested in horse racing at the age 
of 18, when he attended his first race 
at ChariesTown. 

"Horse racing wasn't part of my 
famiiy's ieisure time," he said."But i 
was instantaneously hooked on the 
sport." 

in 1985, he was "inspired" to ciaim 
his first horse at Monmouth Park, with 
trainer James M. (Jimmy) Casey, a 
member of the Casey clan that has 
been a force in West Virginia racing 
and breeding for so many years. 

Russeii concentrated on claiming 
horses for some time, then made 
up his mind to iearn more about an 
aspect of the business the Caseys 
are renowned for: breeding. 

Russeii continued,"Mr. and Mrs. 
Casey (James W. and the late 
Eleanor) knew I was slightly out of 
my element but nurtured me along, 
helping me to absorb the finer points 
of the trade." 

As Russeii's focus and energies 
shifted to raising and racing 
quaiity West Virginia-breds, feiiow 
Virginian Bob Lioyd entered the 
picture. Lioyd owns one of the 
most proiific broodmares ever to 
make her career in West Virginia. 

That is Russeii Road's dam, Roberta 
Grump (Verification—Blue Spring, by 
Ambehaving). 


Lioyd chimed in,"Mark and i are 
a perfect match, since i breed to 
seii and he buys to race, i try and 
give him first opportunity at my foais. 
Generaiiy, I break 'em, turn 'em back 
out and Mark picks them up eariy in 
their 2-year-old season." 

Roberta Grump, Lloyd's 
foundation mare, is now 17. Lioyd 
acquired her privately back in 1994 
from iocal horsewoman Rene Moore, 
in a deal arranged by agent Beau 
Lane. Roberta Grump was 3 years 
old at the time and carrying her 
first foai, the aptly named Grump's 
First, a Jeloso filly who ultimately won 
eight of 48 starts, earning $62,598. 

Roberta Grump has produced 
eight foals of racing age, aii 
winners, including multiple stakes 
winners Sweet Annuity (1997, Oh 
Say; $260,052), Shesagrumptoo 
(2003, Luftikus; $233,266) and 
Shesanothergrump (1999, Weshaam; 
$231,629). Her offspring have earned 
a combined total of over $1 million 
in purses (not counting West Virginia- 
bred bonuses). 

Sweet Annuity and Shesanother¬ 
grump raced for owner Kenneth 
Pitta, but Shesagrumptoo made her 
mark for Russell. 

Over the years, Russell has 
"learned In this business not to get 
too emotional or sentimentally 
attached" and that made it aimost 
bearable when Shesagrumptoo was 
claimed from him on September 5. 

The 5-year-old had struggled 
in just three starts this year, but ieft 
no questions about her superiority 
over the field of eight allowance/ 
optional claiming fillies and mares 
whiie competing for a $32,000 tag 
that night. 

Russeii bid a fond fareweii to his 
stabie star as she was led away by 
her new connections. 


"i had been forewarned about 
the possibility of losing Grump when 
i entered her for a tag, but in my 
judgment she has aiways been a 
step below the elite runners in her 
division, namely Carnival Chrome 
and Julie B," Russeii said. 

"This mare truly needs everything 
to faii her way to be successfui, thus 
after weighing my options i chose 
not to scratch. One minute and 18 
seconds later, I was $51,800 richer 
(inciuding the $19,800 winner's share 
of the purse)." 

Trainer Raimondo Schiano-Dicoia, 
who claimed Shesagrumptoo on 
behaif of Scuderia Montese Stabie, 
asserted,"! couldn't pass up the 
opportunity to have a horse of this 
caiiber in my barn, especiaiiy one 
who is eligible for the lucrative West 
Virginia-bred purses here and at 
Mountaineer Park, if she finishes third 
in the $500,000 Cavada Stakes, my 
owners are out on her." 

Meanwhile, Russell was looking 
for another daughter of Roberta 
Grump-the 4-year-old Valiant 
Nature fiiiy Natures Annuity-to carry 
his colors In the Cavada. 

Natures Annuity was disqualified 
from a victory on September 11, 
whiie attempting to extend a three- 
race win streak. 

Russell, who has owned and 
operated a stained glass factory for 
30 years, summed up his experiences 
in racing: "I liken the beauty in one 
of our creations of giass to the 
majesty of the race horse. My iast 
few years at the track have been 
speciai and I wiii forever be thankfui 
to Eieanor and Jim Casey. The time 
i've spent at their Tayior Mountain 
Farm is tremendousiy gratifying, i am 
biessed to have had such iasting 
good friends."
